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SBA Clears Way 
For Loans To 
Ease Flood Loss

Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 
should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans oi up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000. Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 
"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$6,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 
per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a

Jaycee orgaiu^ations 
nationally contributed $20,000 to Rapid 
City relief funds.

Brenner said.

The borrower must present an itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 
accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle, payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said.

suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy, 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 
Library remains closed after water in 
the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
flooding. In addition, another estimated 
$8,000 in damages was done to the city's 
water control electrical equipment. 


Arlington Heights — Officials there 


gave an estimated damage figure of 
about $1.5 million, also calling it a "ball- 
park" figure. No breakdown of damage 
was reported. 


DBS PLAINES — No breakdown of 


damage was available. The city's west- 
ern edge was most affected by flooding 
and residents are still cleaning up the 
area. City officials said it cost less than 
$1,000 to clean up and restore the area. 


Hoffman Estates — Mayor Frederick 


Downey was contacted by the SBA but 
he could not estimate the damage. The 
mayor urged residents who sustained 
damage to notify Village Administrator 
George Longmeyer, who will relay the 
information to the SBA. 


Officials from Schaumburg, Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and Palatine have not 
been contacted by any governmental 
agencies and do not have an estimate of 
damages.

Students From All Over1 The World Hear jerry, Jed 
Roommates 'Globetrotters9 At Home

Jerry Grant and Jed Guilloz, Inter- 


national Village roommates, 
are not 


world travelers. 


But they take special pleasure in the 


fact they "can go any place in the world, 
and know someone." 


The world came to them last winter, 


when they taught a series of four-day 
seminar courses in the practicalities of 
construction projects 
for 
300 Inter- 


national Harvester Co. equipment sales- 
men from across the United States and 
the globe. Their students were from 
France, Australia, South Africa, Sing- 
apore, Germany and Mexico. While some 
of the visitors to the U.S. spoke English 
or had interpreters, Guilloz found him- 
self capitalizing on his college French to 
communicate with others. 


The two men left their Schaumburg 


apartment between January and'May 
this year to teach 10 sessions of the 
school they had designed and created. 
There are also seven other instructors. 


GUILLOZ AND GRANT are distributor 


salesmen in International's construction 
equipment division in Melrose Park. 


JBoth started in the summer of 1970, Guil- 
loz moving to Schaumburg then, and 
Grant joining him at International Vil- 
lage a year later. They will move soon to 
Harrington Lakes, Hoffman Estates. 


They say they were attracted to Inter- 


national Village by recreation facilities, 
buildings and people, and because the 
complex was "out towards the country," 
They are moving "for a change," and 
because "the country" has moved be- 
yond them. 


Because the two men sell to dis- 


tributors, they have contact with con- 
sumers only when there are specialized 
questions the "front-line" salesmen can't 
handle. 


The four-day courses were designed to 


minimize those questions — to give the 
dealership salesmen a closer working 
knowledge of the costs and problems po- 
tential customers face. With a basic un- 
derstanding of how to figure the con- 
tractor's costs for a particular project, 
the salesmen can present their clients 
with figures comparing 
International 


products with those of its competitors. 


TOO MANY TIMES, the dealer calls 


on men like Grant and Guilloz to provide 
that type of information for a sales pre- 
sentation work-up, they said. It was be- 
coming a disproportionate part of their 
responsibilities. 


The school was well-received, said 


Guilloz. Roughly 80 per cent of the sales- 
men-students had never operated an In- 
ternational Harvester construction ma- 
chine. The class gave them a chance to 
satisfy any urges to drive the large 
equipment around. They worked on 
roads, basements and quarries, and fig- 
ured the cost for each job. Grant termed 
the sessions a success, in that they 
helped bring many salesmen with var- 
ying levels of knowledge to a more uni- 
versal standard, a point from which to 
start in future courses. 


And there will be other-courses, Grant 


and Guilloz expect. They are to instruct 
another group of students in what they 
call "Earthmoving I" this fall, probably 
starting in October. They hope to begin 
with "Earthmoving II" next January. 


But the class was a personal success 


for the two Schaumburg residents as 
well. At first, there were minor diffi- 
culties. Grant recalled a group of men 


that asked him "how you expect some 
guy that's been in the business two years 
to teach a bunch of people who have 
been in business 20 years." 


BUT AS THE MEN became acquaint- 


ed, their mutual interest in construction 
machinery bridged age and experience 
blocks, and helped create friendships. 


Satisfaction came, too, from the reac- 


tion of the students. While the salesmen 
did not have to pay for attending the 
school, it cost them commissions they 
might have earned had they stayed on 
the job, said Guilloz. But International 
has received a stack of letters com- 
plimenting it on having offered a sales 
school that meant something, and pro- 
vided a practical basis from which a 
salesman could build, said Grant. 


The rewards were particularly great 


for Guilloz, and for one very special stu- 
dent, his father. Charles F. Guilloz of 
Long Island attended school taught by 
his son. 


"It was different. I enjoyed ft — after 


25 years of him teaching me, I finally' 
had a chance to impart a little knowl- 
edge I've gotten from International on to 
him," said Guilloz.

Foes Of Wheel 
Tax Win Round

While the opponents of the Cook County 


wheel tax are claiming victory after a 
favorable court ruling Monday, their 
cause for celebration may be short-lived. 


Officials at the county building may 


have a plan which will cause the oppo- 
nents of the tax to lose the war, even 
though they have won the latest battle. 


The legal maneuvering being consid- 


ered is in response to Circuit Court 
Judge Raymond S. Sarnow's ruling Mon- 
day that the county wheel tax is uncon- 
stitutional. 


The county board approved the tax in 


December and estimated it would pro- 
vide an additional $600,000 a year to the 
county treasury. The tax, similar to the 
vehicle tax in 125 of the 126 communities 
in the county, ranges from $10 to $15 for 
most automobiles to $95 for certain 
heavy vehicles. 


The legality of the tax was challenged 


in a class action suit brought by the 
Prospect Heights Improvement Associ- 
ation (PHIA) and the Cook County 
School Bus Co., of unincorporated Elk 
Grove Township, 


D u r i n g pretrial motions Monday, 


Judge Sarnow ruled the tax is uncon- 
stitutional. He said for the tax ordinance 
to be consistent with home rule provi- 
sions of the constitution it must specify 
the purpose to which the revenues will be 
applied and must specifically segregate 
the funds received. 


ADDITIONALLY, the judge said, the 


county must provide, within the ordi- 
nance, additional services to the people 
being taxed. 


The county ordinance currently meets 


none of those requirements. 


County Pres. George W. Dunne said 


yesterday, however, the county board 
could satisfy those criteria simply by 
amending the ordinance to specify the 
purpose and to segregate the revenue. 
Dunne earlier had announced publicly 
the revenue from the tax would be ear- 
marked for use by the county sheriff's 
department.

The county board could also satisfy the 


requirement for additional services by 
amending the ordinance to include a sec- 
tion specifying the money be used for a 
service not currently provided by the 
county. 


For example, the county could desig- 


nate the funds be used to establish and 
develop the new crime lab for the sher- 
iff's department now being planned for 
the new sheriff's police facility in west 
suburban Berkeley. 


Such action might be expected from 


the county board, however, only if other 
legal measures fail when the parties to 
the suit return to Judge Sarnow's court- 
room today. 


At that time Edward Berman, attorney 


for the PHIA, is expected to submit for 
the judge's signature a formal order re- 
flecting the verbal order issued Monday. 


BERMAN SAID yesterday he has no 


doubt the judge will sign such an order. 


Asst. State's Atty. Paul Biebel, repre- 


senting the county, has promised to ap- 
peal the ruling Biebel said Monday the 
ruling came only on his motion to dis- 
miss the PHIA contention the ordinance 
was unconstitutional. Biebel said the 
judge did not rule on the issues. 


Judge Sarnow told the Herald yester- 


day, however, there is no reason to ar- 
gue the facts or issues if the tax ordi- 
nance is unconstitutional on its face. 


Biebel is also expected to file a motion 


to "stay" the order. A "stay" order or 
the filing of an appeal will delay a final 
order from the court. 


Both Dunne and Berman emphasized 


that until a final order is entered, resi- 
dents of unincorporated areas will have 
to continue to display the wheel tax stick- 
er oh their vehicles. Dunne said if the 
tax ultimately is struck down, the money 
received by the county and now being 
held in an escrow account, will be re- 
funded to those residents who have paid 
the tax

A fireworks display at Randhurst Shop-

Track Closes Amid Fans' 
Complaints On Facilities

Well, that's all for this year Hope it's 


better next year. 


Arlington Park Race Track closed its 


45th season of thoroughbred racing Mon- 
day, and the consensus of track fans is 
that the park "just ain't what it used to 
be" 


"It's been a lousy meet, and they have 


lousy races and lousy jockeys. The whole 
place is a mess inside and outside," ob- 
served Ferdinand Weidner, Palatine, 
who said he goes to the races about once 
a week during the season. 


Weidner pointed to the worn carpeting 


in the grandstand, betting tickets scat- 
tered over it loke so much confetti. 


"This used to be a beautiful track," 


Weidner said "But now it's nothing but 
dust and dirt If you want to throw your 
tickets into a trash barrel, you can't find 
one " 


WEIDNER HAD gripes other than the 


cleanliness of the track and stands as 
well He doesn't like the parking condi- 
tions for one thing He said if he comes 
late, he can't find a place to park And if 
he wants to leave early, he's blocked in 
by other cars 


And if he's thirsty, Weidner claims wa- 


ter is virtually unavailable. Sure, there 
are water fountains, "but they don't 
work. What water comes out of them is 
full of rust" 


As an example of how the track has 


deteriorated. Weidner shoved his pro- 
gram over for inspection He said he 
hadn't seen a full card all season, and 
the last day was no exception. 


With all these complaints, will Weidner 


be back next season? 


"PROBABLY." he says. "If you win, I 


guess you can overlook (the problems)." 


Other patrons at season's end saw 


things much as Weidner did 


"I come to the track every day, and I 


can definitely see that the place has been 
going downhill — and the horses ain't too 
much either," complained Bill Goers, a 
retired man from Chicago, 


"Everybody senses that the track is 


going downhill, added Larry Morley, 
another retired man who visits Arlington 
Park daily Morley is from Rockford, but 


meets Goers at the track to sit in their 
favonte spot inside the clubhouse, watch- 
ing the races on closed-circuit television. 


As with Weidner, Goers and Morley 


complained most about the cleanliness of 
the track and grandstand. Goers com- 
mented that at tracks in Florida, ""you 
can eat off the floor in the men's room, 
that's how clean they are." But such is 
not the case at Arlington Park, they 
sighed. Not anymore. 


OTHER TRACK fans, not as ready to 


reveal their names, as were the retired 
men, ("My wife would kill me if she 
knew I was here," said one) were just as 
quick to point out faults of the track. The 
complaints most voiced were that chil- 
dren should be banned from the track 
and that the horses and jockeys aren't 
what they are out east — or out west, 
depending on who you talk to. 


Some people overlooked the problems 


at the track. Like the woman from Wis- 
consin, who had just won $75 in the daily 
double. Or the man from Kenosha, who 
was "just glad to get out of the house." 


But the patrons who were happy with 


the track all said that they seldom attend 
the races. It was the perennial track- 
goers who said they wish Arlington Park 
would be its old self again. 


"So what else is new," signed Tom 


Rivera, Arlington Park's public relations 
representative, when confronted with the 
complaints. Rivera has heard it all be- 
fore. 


BUT THEN THIS has not been the best 


season for Arlington Park. Of the 77 rac- 
ing days this season, 22 of them saw rain 
during the races. "And it looked like rain 
on a lot more," Rivera said. 


Add to those rainy days three weeks of 


construction on the Illinois Tollway and 
the abolition of gimmick betting by the 
Illinois Racing Commission, and it all 
adds up to problems for Arlington Park. 
Rivera said these factors have led to a 14 
per cent drop in attendance this year 
over last and a seven per cent drop in 
betting. 


But then that's all history. Arlington 


Park has closed its "doors to thorough- 
bred racing for this season, and the 
trumpet has sounded post time at Sports- 
man's Park today. 


sewage backed into his and a neighbors' 
homes.

as cited by Ackman, was asked by 
Trustee William Cowin, "We can prom- 
ise you anything, but do you want Ar- 
pege or do you want corrective action'" 


"Arpege would help," Mrs. Hubbell re- 


sponded, keeping the odor of sewage in 
mind. 


—Robert Moran, 215 Northview Ln, 


told of regular flooding problems over 
the past five years. "I have a lake view 
everytime it rains." Moran said he had 
been flooded with raw sewage twice and 
one of his neighbors had experienced it 
three times. Water seeps up from under 
his bathroom tile and comes in "right 
through the walls," he said, predicting, 
One more flood and my house won't be 
standing." 


Moran believes flooding by his house is 


due to the filling in of a ditch, into which 
their property normally would drain. 
McAllister Equipment Co , north of the 
tollroad would receive the runoff The 
ditch has been filled with loads of fresh 
dirt, and is to be relocated, he said 
When Village Atty. Edward Hofert asked 
if it appeared there had been a, violation 
of law, Streets Supt. Kenneth Dean said 
he believes the ditch had been deliber- 
ately filled. The land is privately owned, 
and the village has no easement along 
the ditch. 


HOFERT SUGGESTED a village engi-

Bernard Carey, Republican candidate 


for state's attorney of Cook County, has 
discarded one of the time-honored ax- 
ioms of political campaigning. 


He mentions his opponent's name, 


Repeatedly. 


"I can't make him any more well 


known," Carey declares. "His name is in

the headlines every day." 


His opponent, of course, is Democratic 


State's Attorney Edward V. Hanrahan; 
currently standing trial on charges of ob- 
structing justice in the investigation of 
Black Panther raid in Chicago in 1969. 


"Hanrahan wears that indictment like 


a badge on his sleeve," Carey told the 
Elk Grove Republican Organization Mon- 
day night. "It's his only claim to fame. 


"Because his record as state's attorney 


is indeed a sorry one." 


Carey declared that Hanrahan has ob- 


tained convictions of only 50 per cent of 


Edward V.

the persons indicted since he has been in 
office. 


"While I was in the FBI, we got con- 


victions of 97 per cent of the cases in 
which we made arrests," he said. 


BIOGRAPHICAL DATA distributed as 


part of Carey's campaign credits him 
with convictions in each of more than 100 
cases he prepared for trial during his 
FBI career from 1960 to 1965. 


Hanrahan, he said, "dismisses 2,000 


cases a year after indictment. Those 
cases are never adjudicated in a court of 
law." 


"He is bargaining away our right to be 


free from crime." 


Among the cases "bungled" by Hanra-

ban. Carey cited the Armstrong case, in 
which a convicted killer of a Chicago po- 
liceman had his conviction dismissed by 
the Supreme Court. Armstrong repu- 
diated his confession after the trial and 
appealed. 


Though the high court declared it be- 


lieved Armstrong "probably guilty," it 
was forced to overturn the conviction 
"because Hanrahan never called one po- 
liceman to attest to the conviction," 
Carey declared. 


"Then he blames the judges, the 


juries, the press, the bar association, and 
anyone else for the bungling," he added. 


Citing other similar cases, Carey con- 


cluded that witnesses are in fear of testi- 
fying In cases prosecuted by Hanrahan. 
"They are afraid that the people against 
whom they testify are soon going to be 


back in the neighborhood because of the 
bungling of Ed Hanrahan." 


Introducing Carey at Monday's meet- 


ing, Art Stevens of Mount Prospect, cam- 
paign activities chairman for the Elk 
Grove organization, called him a "candi- 
date we can win with." 


BUT HE CAUTIONED that Carey needs 


strong Republican support throughout 
the suburbs to defeat Hanrahan. "In 
1970, 
when he ran for sheriff, Bernard 


Carey lost by six-tenths of 1 per cent of 
the vote," said Stevens. "Don't let any- 
one tell you that individual votes don't 


count." 


Following his career in the FBI, Carey, 


37, became undersheriff to Sheriff Joseph 
I. Woods in 1966. In 1969, he was named 
deputy director of the new Department of 
Law Enforcement and charged with or- 
ganization of the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation, modeled on the FBI. 


Since the 1970 election, he has been a 


special assistant to Illinois Attorney Gen- 
eral William J. Scott, and currently is in 
charge of the investigation of the estate 
of the late Secretary of State Paul Pow- 
ell.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Because of 


the competitive nature of politics, mem- 
bers of Congress frequently engage in a 
status game known as "Oneupmanship." 


There are many variations, but basi- 


cally it works like this: If a certain sena- 
tor or congressman hits upon a way to 
enhance his prestige, other senators and 
congressmen will try to go him one bet- 
ter. 


This summer, Oneupmanship has de- 


veloped a subtle new form, which I shall 
endeavor to explain at this time. 


It goes back to the short-lived Eagleton 


vice presidential campaign, which made 
it apparent that undergoing treatment 
for nervous exhaustion can be politically 
disadvantageous. 


Once that fact of political life became 


clear, many lawgivers undertook in vari- 
ious ways to assure their constituents 
that they were in need of such therapy. 


IN CONGRESSIONAL Oneupmanship 


that stratagem is called the "I'm all 
right, Jack" gambit. 


Very well. Once someone has em- 


ployed the "I'm all right, Jack" gambit, 
there is nothing further to be gained 
from it. The next player must come up 
with a topper. 


Which bring us to the "Saner-than- 


thou" ploy. 


Thus far, the Saner-than-thou ploy has 


been used sparingly, like the Nixmo-In- 


dian defense in the Spassky-Fischer 
chess match. But it could get vicious be- 
fore the year is out. 


For a reminder of what happens when 


Oneupmanship reaches that level, hark 
back to the days of the more-anti-Com- 
munist-than-thou ploy. 


Vying with each other over which was 


the more anti-Communist led congress- 
men into fields that had nothing to do 
with communism. 


It finally got to the point where every 


time a congressman added another neph- 
ew to his payroll he could call it a blow 
against communism. 


IF ANTI-COMMUNISM can be used to 


justify nepotism, imagine what congress- 
men could do in the name of sanity. 


Here's a hypothetical news release 


from the office of Senator Haggle thorn: 


"Senator Hagglethorn exhibited a high 


degree of mental soundness today by in- 
troducing a bill to create a government 
price support program for peach fuzz. 


"Hagglethorn,'whose family operates a 


large peach defuzzing plant in his home 
state, said the measure was the most ra- 
tional way to solve the surplus fuzz prob- 
lem, which comes about because the fuzz 
is of no value to anyone. 


"He said his sponsorship of the legisla- 


tion proved he was saner than his oppo- 
nent in this year's primary, who has ac- 
cused the senator of having conflicts of 
interest,"

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Park Offers Diamonds For Digging 


by GEORGE BOOSEY 


MURFHEESBORO,Ark (UPI) -Mr 


and Mra. Tom Evcners stepped into the 
shade of one of the few trees surrounding 
the large dirt field to get some relief 
from the blazing summer sun 


It was too hot — almost — even for 


hunting diamonds. 


The Eveners, rock hounds from Gold- 


en, Colo., were back in Murfreesboro to 
see if they could find another valuable 
stone in the Crater of Diamonds State 
Park, as they did last year 


The park is the site of the only dia- 


mond mine in North America No longer 
in production, it remains a top tourist 
attraction, drawing visitors from all over 
the United States, many of whom actual- 
ly find diamonds, as the Eveners did. 


THE COLORADO couple first visited 


the crater last summer and went away 
with a stone that weighed 16 carats 
when cut According to their jeweler in 
Colorado the gem is worth about $4,000. 


"We only stopped here for a couple of 


hours that first time," Tom Eveners 
said, pushing his hat back on his head 


"It made the papers back home," vol- 


unteered Marian Eveners, sunburned 
from a hot day in the field "They even 
had it on the evening news " 


Mrs. Eveners knelt down as she talked, 


put on a pair of dirty leather gloves and 
began breaking the hard, black kimber- 
lite soil with a metal stick She grabbed 
a hunk of the dirt and began breaking it 
apart with her bands hoping to come 
across one of the round, glistening stones 
found every day in the crater. 


The Eveners had no luck on this day 


but they'd probably be back, like fish- 
ermen to a good spot. 


AN AVERAGE of one diamond is 


found every day by visitors who dig 
through the crusty soil with sticks, metal 
rods and anything else strong enough to 
break through the tough diamond mat- 
rix 


Seventy-five per cent of the tourists 


who visit the crater each year are from 
out-of-state, with most coming from 
Texas, Louisiana, Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma They pay $2 each for the 
privilege of getting their fingernails bro- 
ken and dirty, but they are allowed to 
keep any stone they turn up 


Diamonds were first discovered here in 


1906 
John Huddleston was plowing a 


field, getting ready for spring planting, 
when he turned up two shiny stones. He 
took them to a local banker who called in 
a geologist They were diamonds

Tornado Death Rate 
Higher In South-Why? 


by JOSEPH L. MYLER 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The tornado 


d e a t h r a t e appears to be dis- 
proportionately higher in the South than 
elsewhere 


A couple of scientists, Dr John H 


Sims of the University of Chicago and 
Or Duane D Baumann of Southern Illi- 
nois University, tried to figure out why 


It's not, they concluded, that tornadoes 


are more violent in the South than any- 
where else or that factors — such as 
housing quality and population density — 
are primarily responsible 


One explanation for the Smith's greater 


tornado death rate, they have suggested, 
may be psychological and cultural differ- 
ences between Southerners and North- 
erners 


As a consequence of these diversities, 


the scientists said, Southerners 
and 


Northerners respond differently to the 
tornado watches and warnings issued by 
the National Weather Service 


SIMS AND BAUMANN offered their 


ideas in a recent issue of Science, weekly 
journal of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science 


The Illinois residents put more trust in 


what they heard on radio or television 
than did those of Alabama The North- 
erners showed faith in technological ex- 
pertise and the ability of man to cope 
with disaster 


The Southerners felt themselves to be 


controlled by external force — "fate, 
luck, and, particularly, God " Illinoisans 
"use their heads and the technology of 
their society, and they take action," 
seeking shelter, taking precautions, or 
alerting others 


"But each Alabamian is on his own 


and faces the whirlwind alone with his 
God," the scientists found 


Many other factors may be involved. 


But, Sims and Baumann said, their find- 


ings and interpretations "may be rele- 
vant to the disproportionately higher 
death rate from tornadoes in the South." 


"Fatalism, 
passivity, and 
perhaps 


most important, lack of trust in and in- 
attention to society's organized systems 
of warning constitute a weak defense 
against the terrible strike of the tor- 
nado."

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Storm Water Runoff Unusable: Guillou 
MSD Lake Water Suit 'Moot 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District, in 


filing suit to block the reduction of its 
allocation of Lake Michigan water, is 
£~iUng to keep water that does il no 
good anyway, according to a spokesman 
for the state. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the Di- 


vision of Water Resource management, 
Department of Transportation, said Fri- 
day the reduction of 400 cubic feet per 
Mc^d (cfps) in ^ alloca''on to the 
MSD primarily represents storm water 
runoff. Guillou said that water does not 
aid the MSD in diluting sewage in inland 
waterways, but actually adds to the dis- 
trict's problems. 


, Guillou made his remarks in response 
;to a lawsuit filed last week by the sani- 
<tary district in the Cook County Circuit 
.Court, seeking an injunction and and ad- 
ministrative review of the allocations is- 
sued July 21 by the Department of 
Transportation. 


The MSD is seeking to block those allo- 


cations that would provide a primary 
source of drinking water for a number of 
communities in the Chicago metropolitan 
area. Including seven in the west and 
Northwest suburbs, 


AMONG THOSE communities directly 


affected by the suit are the four con- 
stituting the DAMP water commission — 
Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — and the three 
in the Tree Towns water commission — 
Lombard. Villa Park and Elmhurst. 
Those two commissions have agreed 
tentatively, to a joint venture to pipe 
drinking water from the lake. 
'The Department of Transportation, 
given the responsibility of administering 
the diversion of water from the lake by 
the US. Supreme Court in 1967, an- 
nounced its allocations July 21. 


According to the announced schedule 


the MSD will be permitted to divert only 
t.100 cfps from the lake beginning in 
W75. the same year in which the alloca- 
tions to DAMP. Tree Towns and all other 
successful applicants can begin diverting 
water. 
, The MSD. in its suit, has argued the 
allocations were made "capriciously and 
arbitrarily." because they reduce "today 
the amount of Lake Michigan diversion 
water allocated to the district in the in- 
terest of allocations to others who may 


not make use of such water for several 
years." 


Guillou, however, contends the drop in 


the MSD allocation from 1,500 cfps to 
1,100 cfps represents an arithmetic re- 
duction only and not a loss of actual us- 
able water. 


AS A RESULT of a lawsuit filed by six 


other lake states, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in 1967 that the State of Illi- 
nois is entitled to divert from the lake a 
total of 3,200 cfps. 


That maximum allowable diversion the 


court ruled, however, must also include 
the rainwater that normally would have 
flowed into the lake had not the MSD 
reversed the flow of the Chicago River. 


Of the maximum permitted for the en- 


tire state, the MSD currently diverts 
1,500 cfps, Guillou said, including about 
400 cfps of storm water that normally 
would have emptied into the lake. 


That stormwater, however, after run- 


ning through the streets and MSD storm 
sewers is often of lower quality than the 
effluent discharged by the MSD's sewage 
treatment plants, Guillou said. There- 
fore, he explained, the 400 cfps of water 
does not aid the sanitary district in dilut- 
ing the effluent, the primary use the dis- 
trict makes of its water. 


Guillou said the water that falls onto 


the ground belongs to the state and not to 
the MSD. He said the MSD has no right 
to that water and they must not count it 
as part of their diversion. Therefore, by 
not counting the 400 cfps, the MSD's di- 
version is lowered, on paper only, to 
1,100 cfps. 


In other words, to be of any use to the 


MSD the water must have a dissolved 
oxygen capability if it is to help stem 
pollution, 


THE ONLY water the MSD currently 


uses that is of any value in diluting ef- 
fluent is the 1,100 cfps they actually di- 
vert from the lake. Under the state allo- 
cation schedule, the district will continue 
to divert that amount, and therefore lose 
nothing of value, according to Guillou. 


Naturally, the diverted storm water 


will continue to flow through the MSD 
system, through the Sanitary and Ship 
Canal and the Des Plaines River to Jo- 
liet and eventually to New Orleans. 


Guillou said the MSD has filed the suit 


despite the possibility that the Depart- 
ment of Transportation could help the 


district add oxygen to the water — mak- 
ing it useful for dilution purposes. 
Guillou said in that way, the MSD would 
still make full use of the water, but it 
would not be counted in the MSD's allo- 
cation. 


The chief engineer said still more wa- 


ter will be available to the district in the 
near future which would again be useful 
for dilution purposes but would not be 
included in the MSD allocation. 


Guillou said that currently several 


units along the lake's north shore take 
water from the lake, but put it back in 
such a highly treated form that it does 
not constitute a diversion. Within the 
next few years, he said that water will 
be discharged into the North Shore Chan- 
nel and, because it will be highly treated, 
will ,serve to dilute the eflfuent when it 
flows into the MSD system. 


GUILLOU SAID the MSD must make 


better use of its water supply and find 
better ways to deal with its pollution 
problem. He said other sanitary districts 
are being faced with stiff requirements 
by environmental control boards — prob- 
lems which they must solve by means 
other than simply' diluting the ffluent 
with large amounts of water. 


"There is no question of the final out- 


come of the suit," Guillou said, adding it 
appears the MSD may be trying to delay 
the time scheduled for them to meet 
state pollution standards. 


Guillou said the mere filing of the suit 


will cause serious delays in the attempts 
of DAMP and Tree Towns to obtain wa- 
ter from the lake. "With the allocations 
the subject of pending litigation," he 
said, "DAMP and Tree Towns will be 
unable to sell bonds to finance the proj- 
ect." 


He noted the lawsuit could continue for 


a couple of years before a decision is 
made. He said, however, the possibility 
the controversy could be settled between 
the MSD and the state outside the court- 
room should not be discounted. 


Guillou also took exception to an MSD 


contention, included in the suit, that the 
Department of Transportation failed to 
hold public hearings on the allocations, 
as required by the high court. 


"We held eight hearings on the alloca- 


tions," Guillou said. "Adn the last one 
was held in the board room of the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District." 


Group Criticizes Probation System

The probation system used in Cook 


County and throughout the State of Illi- 
nois often puts dangerous criminals onto 
the streets while keeping offenders who 
would be "good risks" behind bars, a 
private association charged yesterday. 


The John Howard Association, a not- 


for-profit organization that focuses on 
crime and delinquency prevention, has 
proposed increasing the use of probation 
instead of going ahead with a state pro- 
posal to build four new prisons 


Only 40 per cent of the offenders re- 


ceive probation in Illinois, as compared 
with 80 per cent m California and 90 per 
cent in Wisconsin, the association pointed 
out, 


JOSEPH R. ROWAN, executive direc- 


tor of the association, said yesterday that 
states such as Wisconsin and California, 
which make greater use of probation, 
have a slower yearly increase in their 
crime rates than Illinois. 


Rowan told reporters at a press confer- 


ence that an increase in the number of 
persons who will receive probation rath- 
er than a jail sentence will not endanger 
the public because the new system would 
include more qualified probation officers 
and a better system of determining 
which lawbreakers are to be on proba- 
tion. 


The association is calling for a state- 


wide probation program instead of new 
prisons. 


The association's recommendations are 


included in a lengthy study of probation 
practices throughout the state. 


THE 
RECOMMENDATIONS include 


having the administrative office of the 
Illinois courts administer a statewide 
probation system through the various 
chief judges. 


The association says the system should 


be financed by the state rather than local 
counties. Part of the program should in- 
clude establishing standards regarding 
personnel selection, training and prac- 
tices The association also calls for a 
compulsory system of gathering statis- 
tics so that a statewide probation plan 
can be developed. 


To avoid a situation similar to one in 


California where new prison facilities 
stand empty, the association proposed 
that the four new prisons planned by the 
Illinois Department of Corrections not be 
built at this time and that no new prisons 
be built until the probation system can 
be implemented and a long-range plan 
developed. 


THE ASSOCIATION'S study of proba- 


tion practices in Illinois reveals: 


—It costs $4,000 a year to incarcerate a 


lawbreaker but only $500 yearly if he is 
on a well-supervised probation. 


—Probation officers in the state vary 


greatly in age, salary and education. 
They range from 21 to 85 years old, from 
a second-grade education to one or more 
graduate degrees, and are paid from $175 
a month to $11,500 a year. 


—There are no counties in the state 


with a merit civil service system in their 
probation departments. 


—The average probation officer in the 


state handles 110 cases at a time while 
optimum conditions recommended by na- 
tional agencies are a ratio of one proba- 
tion officer to every 30 to 50 persons on 
probation. 


—The present prison population of 


7,000 inmates can be reduced by nearly 
one half with the plan proposed by the 
association for improved probation ser- 
vices. 


—There is no state system of probation 


Penal Group Hits Probation System 


Cook County has the worst probation 


system of any county In the state on the 
basis of its size and the number of law 
breakers, a spokesman for the John 
Howard Association said yererday. 


The association, a non-profit agency 


advocating an increase in the use of pro- 
bation rather than imprisonment, said 
the county needs a drastic change in its 
probation system. 


to a special report on Cook County, the 


organization said the county should mod- 
el its adult probation department after 
its own Juvenile and youth court proba- 
tion departments by setting a minimum 
of a bachelors degree as a requirement 
inf hiring probation officers. 


vTbe criticism of the county came in a 


follow-up ot • 1970 study done on the 
Cook County Adult Probation Depart- 
ment. The association said the depart- 


ment deserves credit for improving its 
training for probation officers and for de- 
centralizing operations to make it easier 
for offenders on probation to report to 
their probation officers. 


HOWEVER, the major, crucial factors 


— personnel selection and removal from 
politics, supervision of both clients and 
probation staff and adequacy of the pre- 
sentence investigation process in both 
quality and quantity remain in relatively 
the same state," since the 1970 study, the 
report stated. 


Pointing to an unofficial requirement 


that all probation officers working with 
adults must now be either a precinct 
captain or a precinct worker, Joseph R. 
Rowan, association director, said Cook 
County could "start tomorrow" to imple- 
ment a new probation system if it would 
merely hire probation officers for the 
adult division on a non-political basis. 


in Illinois with the result that some coun- 
ties have individual systems with either 
combined or separate juvenile or adult 
systems. There also are systems within 
the districts of the circuit courts and 
within the individual circuits. 


ACCORDING TO THE association a 


good probation system would include 
careful selection of the offenders who 
will be given probation and of the proba- 
tion officers; training, staff supervision 
and a minimum education level for pro- 
bation officers, and the use of /volunteers 
to augment the professionals. 


The association says its program will 


save taxpayers money in the long run 
and will keep youthful offenders from 
getting a "master's degree" in criminal 
techniques while being held in jail. 


If the organization is not successful in 


getting backing of its proposals by state 
and county officials it says it wUl take 
the proposal to voters in the form of a 
referendum.

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Contract 'Collision' Averted—For Now 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Things htive been looking bad in High 


School Dist. 211 for several weeks now. 


The school board and teachers in that 


district have been on an apparent colli- 
sion course in their negotiations of the 
1972-73 teachers contract. For almost six 
months they have been bargaining and 
yet, when .-school started, the two sides 
had not agnsed on anything. 


The collision has been averted for the 


time being because the board Monday 
night said it was reevaluating its position 
in the talks and postponed the next meet- 
ing until Sept I. 


It's possible that when the board re- 


turns to the table after the reevaluation 
the contract dispute will be settled quick- 
ly. It's also possible that the collision 
course will be resumed. 


EITHER WAY, 
it seems appropriate to 


take advantage of the present lull to fig- 
ure out whtit has been going on in the 
district for the past half-year. 


From the beginning of the contract 


talks in February, the main sticking 
point has teen the teachers desire to 


negotiate on "working conditions." In the 
past the board has only agreed to talk 
about salaries and fringe benefits, but 
the teachers this year wanted contract 
guarantees on class size, teacher work- 
loads and teacher evaluation, among oth- 
er things. 


In addition, each side originally pre- 


sented a tentative salary proposal. The 
teachers asked for a modest ($150) in- 
crease in the base pay, but much larger 
increases for experienced teachers. In 
addition, they wanted to change the sala- 
ry schedule to give more credit to teach- 
ers with additional education. 


The board, on the other hand, wanted 


to freeze the base pay for teachers and 
implement a merit pay system for expe- 
rienced teachers. 


The two sides have changed their posi- 


tions a little during the succeeding bar- 
gaining. The board recently dropped its 
proposal for merit pay, for example, and 
offered to raise the base and as a result 
the whole scale by $150. 


BUT THE TALKS have remained 


deadlocked, mainly on the issue of

There were 2.6 applicants for 
every one of the 13,500 freshmen medical 
seats to be f! led this fall. 


The situation adds up to "a raw deal 


for applicants," says Samuel Z. Gold- 
haber in a report in Science, journal of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


He happen:) to be one of the lucky ap- 


plicants and win fill a seat at Harvard 
Medical School.

New Harper Program 
Coordinator Named 


A Chicago executive, Guide James No- 


rini, has been named coordinator of a 
new career program in air conditioning 
and refrigeration to be offered this fall at 
Harper College, Palatine.

chairman of the refrigeration depart- 
ment at Greer Technical Institute in Chi- 
cago.

One solution suggested by Goldhaber is

whether to negotiate working conditions. 
The board has offered to form com- 
mittees with the teachers association to 
study questions of class size and other 
working conditions, but will not put guar- 
antees in the contract. 


Last week 235 of the 380 teachers who 


belong to the Education Association sup- 
ported their leaders. They didn't vote to 
go on strike, but the mood of the crowd 
made it clear they might, if the board 
makes them mad enough. Monday the 
board said it was "reevaluating" its bar- 
gaming position. 


Those are the bare facts, and I'm sure 


most observers who are following the 
story have figured out there must be 
more to the dispute than those facts. 


And there is. The basic foundation of 


the dispute involves two philosophies 
about schools, one held by the board and 
the other by the teachers. 


The board's philosophy usually is 


stated in the terms "the board should 
run the school — not the teachers." 


In the past school boards have had vir- 


tually dictatorial power over the schools 
and it wasn't until the late 1960s that 
they began bargaining with teachers at 
all. Over the years the philosophy devel- 
oped that the board must not give up its 
absolute prerogatives because it was the 
only group responsible to the taxpayers 
— who own the schools. 


HOWEVER, after years of "suffering" 


under what they considered the heavy 
hand of school boards that know nothing 
about education, teachers unions have 
developed the philosophy that they must 
obtain guarantees from school boards in 
contracts or the boards will run rough- 
shod over professional educators — who 
are supposed to be the experts. 


Those two views are, obviously, in con- 


flict. Any contract guarantee on working 
conditions (otherwise known as "issues 
affecting the quality of education" is in- 
terpreted by board members as an at- 
tempted power grab by the teachers. 
Any refusal on the part of the board to 
negotiate working conditions is inter- 
preted by the teachers as a callous dis- 
regard for the views of professional 
educators. 


The Dist. 211 board and teachers asso- 


ciation are very clear examples of 
groups holding these philosophical posi- 
tions. And deeply held philosophical posi- 
tions are usually the hardest to change. 


A fair settlement at this point probably 


will not mean a clear-cut victory for ei- 
ther philosophy, but, with 235 teachers 
agreed they want some working condi- 
tions in the contract, it looks as though 
the board's reassessment is well timed. 


HOPEFULLY when the two sides re- 


turn to the table, they can try to put 
aside their philosophical differences and 
see where they can get together. The 
board, after all, isn't really fighting the 
last great battle for board control of 
schools — the teachers are asking for a 
legally guaranteed voice in decisions, not 
all the power.

GOP Failed 
To Open Door 


Following the lead of President 


Nixon, Republicans have taken to 
describing the GOP as the "Party 
of the Open Door." 


Action taken by the party's na- 


tional convention in Miami Beach, 
however, indicates that the label 
"Party of the Door Ajar" would be 
more apt. 


The delegates to the national 


convention, in their euphoria of the 
prospect of another four, and per- 
haps 12, years of Republican pow- 
er, gave little support to those who 
sought to establish rules for widen- 
ing participation in the conventions 
of the future. 


They did include in their plat- 


form an admonition to state organ- 
izations to "encourage" greater 
participation 
in the selection of 


delegates by women, young people 
and minority groups. But they 
steadfastly 
avoided 
establishing 


any more stringent instructions to 
accomplish this goal, or outlining 
any penalties for failure to do so. 


Even. Sen. Charles H. Percy and 


others who supported his proposals 
for an enlarged convention were 
opposed 
to the establishment of 


quotas for minority groups in state 
delegations, and we share that op- 
position. 


Republicans looked on in distaste 


at the attempts of the Democratic 
Party to open up its 
convention 


through what resulted in de facto 
quotas (as Rep. Philip M. Crane 
said the Percy plan would do) and 
in the resulting assortment of dele- 


gate challenges which resulted. 


They may or may not have been 


directly influenced by the Demo- 
crats' action, but they clearly 
wanted no such disputes in their 
own convention. 


In any case, the Republicans ap- 


proved a plan which does nothing 
to award the larger states a more 
proportionate share of the nomi- 
nating delegates and perpetuates 
the greater share of the smaller 
states. 


Had Percy's proposal, or a sim- 


ilar plan, been adopted, the large 
industrial states would have'gained 
a greater share of representation, 
and it seems not unreasonable to 
think that simply enlarging those 
delegations — where the greater 
numbers of young people and mi- 
nority groups reside — the party 
might have achieved greater bal- 
ance in its delegatons. 


The delegate-selection process ol 


the GOP contributes little to its 
professed goal of "opening the 
door" of the party, which Percy 
and others feel is vital if it is not to 
remain the minority party. 


While the party made no firm 


rule that candidates for delegates 
must be selected by public pro- 
cesses, or that equal representa- 
tion must be accorded to minor- 
ities, it also did nothing to prevent 
that at the state level. 


It is our hope that Illinois Re- 


publicans will take seriously their 
slogan and take steps to truly open 
the door to all those who seek a 
voice in the Grand Old Party.

The chain stores have been 
offered night work and it was turned 
down because of premium pay. 


Do the newspapers back the chains be- 


cause they are the champions of the con- 
sumer? They are because they have 
managed to keep the meat cutter salary 
down so low that he is the poorest paid 
skilled craftsman in the country today. 


Every contract year the chains make 


their offer and say that's all we can give 
because the consumer will not pay high- 
er prices for their meat. The .meat men 
.have gone along with this excuse and 
have never raised their voices in strike 
against the chains or the.consumer. 


Night work demands premium pay in 


every line of work. Why should the meat 
men work nights without? Every item we 
buy today includes in its price premium 
pay for night work. Why not meat? All 
we hear is the consumer won't stand for 
this or that. Just who is the consumer 
who demands so much from the meat 
cutter? 


Here is a list of the consumer: office 


worker, hours 35-40 per week, no Satur- 
day or Sunday work; all the trade work- 
ers, 40 hour week, no Saturday or Sunday 
work; warehouse workers, 40 hour week, 
no Saturday or Sunday work.

above which are the bulk of working 
people will not work nights, Saturday or 
Sunday without premium pay.

James R. Clovis of Handy Associates of 
New York told the magazine Dun's, Re- 
view. 


Lester Korn 
of Korn-Ferry 
Inter- 


national of Los Angeles agreed. Korn 
told United Press International that 
there also is a noticeable trend among 
confident executives to shorten job life 
ipjns Unless he can see his way clear to 
the top in a company, a first-rate mod- 
ern executive is loathe to spend more 
than 10 years with one firm, Korn said. 
Then he wants a change partly as a 
means of self-renewal. He may even de- 
cide to get completely out of business for 
a while, into government service, a uni- 
versity or something else where profit is 
not the prime motive. 


KORN ALSO SAID there is now a 


strong demand for general executives. 
During the 1970-71 recession the demand 
was almost exclusively for specialists. 


Korn interpreted the demand for gen- 


eral executives to mean top management 
now believes the recovery in recent 
months will last, and it's time for busi- 


nesses to consolidate their positions and 
grow again. 


This belief is reinforced, he said, by 


the fact that there also is for the first 
time in several years more demand for 
personnel executives to expand employ- 
ment. 


Next to general executives, the de- 


mand is for finance and marketing and 
sales people, Korn said. There were 
twice as many openings in these fields in 
the second quarter as in production and 
engineering The demand for new chief 
executives also was brisk in the second 
quarter. 


BY INDUSTRIES, the biggest demand 


for executives was in the real estate and 
construction groups, twice as many as in 
the next group, financial service com- 
panies or the conglomerates. Consumer 
p r o d u c t s , electronics, miscellaneous 
manufacturing and government services 
lagged far behind. Retail merchandising, 
entertainment and publishing and broad- 
casting and advertising and public rela- 
tions industries continued, in Korn's 
word, to be almost disaster areas for ex- 
ecutive job hunters. 


Korn said the second quarter shows a 


drastic geographical reversal in execu- 
tive demand from the first quarter. In- 
cidentally, Korn used for his surveys the 
quarters ended April 30 and July 31 in- 
stead of the calendar quarters. 


Home Prices Going Only 
One Way: Up, Up, Up

All you nice, innocent people who have 


been saving your money for the purchase 
of a modestly-priced house are advised 
to go on dreaming. If you should wake up 
you'd find the reality is more like a 
nightmare. 


In the home-building industry the low- 


cost house virtually has disappeared 
from the market. 


It's next to impossible to find anything 


in the new-home market today tor less 
than $15,000. The median sales price of 
new homes last year was $25,000, the 
United States Savings and Loan League 
reports in its 1972 Fact Book. 


Last year you could find only about 


three houses in a hundred selling for less 
than $15,000. Seven years ago a fourth of 
all the new homes built were priced un- 
der that figure. The word that comes to 
mind is "inflation." 


LOOK WHAT'S happened to the me- 


dian price — the figure right in the 
middle, with half the houses selling for 
more and half for less. Today, $25,000. In 
1963, the median price was $18,000. 


That's an increase of roughly 40 per

That may sound like the result of 
rampant inflation Actually it's the result 
of only about a 4 per cent a year in- 
flation — just a little more than we have 
currently, when we're told that the man- 
agers of our economy are getting things 
cooled off nicely. 


What turns a "moderate" inflationary 


rate into runaway inflation is that it 
compounds itself every year. A rate of 
around 4 1/8 per cent a year is sufficient 
to raise the price of houses 40 per cent in 
eight years — which then becomes an 
average of 5 per cent a year. 


Inflation — plus a couple of other fac- 


tors — also is pushing the upper half of 
home prices — those over $25,000 — into 
a more sharply upward-tilted scale. 


Last year, one home in five sold for 


$35,000 or more. Seven years earlier, a 
house carrying that price tag was a luxu- 
ry home, affordable by only a few. Six 
per cent of the houses sold in 1964, says 
the Fact Book, were in that price range. 


WELL, YOU SAY, inflation, yes — but 


personal income has increased, too. 


The fact remains that the cost of tradi- 


tional housing evidently has priced large 
numbers of American families out of that 
market. For nearly a third of all those 
buying single-family units in 1971, the 
Fact Book reports, couldn't afford what 
our parents called houses. Thirty per 
cent of them bought mobile homes. 


We are told that if those in authority 


can get inflation down to around 3% per 
cent a year, they are satisfied that ev- 
erything will be all right again.

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Rent Board Guidlines 
Rent Reductions Are Seen For Some 


Tenants who signed leases between 


Aug. 15 and Dec. 28 last year should in 
most cases receive rent reductions when 
they sign their new leases, the Rent Ad- 
visory Board said. 


The board's message to landlords and 


tenants Is based on a change in the regu- 
lations for computing base rent which be- 
came effective last December 29. 


This change established as the base 


rent for a unit May IS, 1971, rent plus 
the average per cent increase of other 
units in the same building or complex 


just prior to the freeze. This replaced an 
earlier rule which was based on the high- 
est rent charged for a similar unit prior 
to the freeze. 


Leases signed between Aug. 15 and 


Dec. 
28, 1971, received increases under 


the original rule, which in most cases 
permitted higher increases than under 
current regulations. 


R e n t Advisory Board Chairman 


Thomas B. Curtis, in issuing the remin- 
der, 
said: "The original rule was the 


same used for setting base prices for oth- 


er goods and commodities within the 
economy. However, because of the few 
leases signed during the base period, the 
rule in some instances allowed excessive 
rent increases." 


As these leases now expire, landlords 


are required to compute base rent using 
the new regulations, substituting the av- 
erage increase for the highest rent 
charged, which in most cases will mean 
a reduction. 


All tenants whose one year leases ex 


pire between August 15 and December 
28, 1972, should be notified in writing by 
their landlord of their base rent as com- 
puted under the regulations now in force. 


"If a landlord fails to notify a tenant of 


his base rent," said Curtis, "he is in vio- 
lation of the rent stabilization regu- 
lations. Tenants should request proper 
notification." 


If a landlord refuses to notify, a tenant 


may file a complaint with his local Inter- 
nal Revenue Service Office.

BURT ATKINSON angled the 31-foot 


Donna G. expertly out of the tight moor- 
ing at Waukegan Harbor and pointed it 
toward Lake Michigan and the sun that 
hovered just above the horizon. Twin 
Buick inboards thrust the big boat 
through the flat, calm bay toward the big 
fish. 


The Donna G. was once no more than a 


hull, living an ignominious life as a test 
boat for the Outboard Marine Corpo- 
ration and being subjected daily to mon- 
strous stress and strain tests. She ob- 
viously survived them all and now serves 
as the smoothest running ship in the fleet 
of charter boats fishing out of Waukegan. 


The pilot house Is forward, housing a 


panel-full of sophistication in electronics 
and marine engineering. The two most 
prominent pieces of gear arc the Vexilar 
and the Fish Hawk. The Vexilnr is one of 
the more common aids to navigation and 
llshing, being used on targe as well as 
small boats. It measures I lie bottom, 
much like the regular fish locators, but it 
also "draws a picture" of the lower 
structure, providing a print-out that 
keeps a visual record of the structure 
and also the fish that you pass over. 


The Fish Hawk is the newest addition 


to the competitive business of fish locat- 
ing devices. It is a streamlined flasher- 
type device that has the punch to mea- 
sure, accurately, the tremendous depths 
you are likely to find in Lake Michigan. 
Working with the Vexilar, the Fish Hawk 
gives a little more precise measurement 
of depths and is more sensitive to small- 
er fish than the Vexilar. We'll watch 
them both. 


Forward of the Pilot House Is the low- 


er deck area that is equipped with a 
couple of bunks and a head. The rest of 
the boat is all open area, built for roomy 
comfort as fishermen keep an eye on the 
rods that we will rig for trolling. 


And do we rig rods on the Donna G! 
Beginning at the starboard gunwale 


(someone told me not to call it "the right 
side of the boat") 
we will rig a 


"Sideboard." This is an outfit that is a 
big improvement on regular outriggers. 
Instead of the long outrigger rod, we run 
the sideboard out on a fixed line. It will 
ride, amazingly, at exactly the angle we 
set it. regardless of what the boat is 
doing. If the boat turns a full 90 degrees, 
the sideboard will maintain its angle and 
distance from the boat. The line from the 
first rod is snapped into a quick-release 
device at the rear of the board. When a 
fish hits, it, the line pulls free and you 
fight the fish without the bother of the 
sideboard or weights. 


After the sideboard rod, we will rig 


d o w n-riggcr lines, using cannonball 
weights running one to two pounds. At- 
tached to wire line that unreels from 
electric-powered reels, the cannon-balls 
are lowered, with fishing line attached to 
any depth we want to fish. The rod 
handle is set in the rod holders that line 
the edge of the boat all the way around 
to the port side. As with the sideboards, 
the lines on the cannonball downriggers 
are also equipped with releases so that 
should a fish hit the lure that travels 
anywhere from four to seven feet behind 
the weight, it will snap free of the can- 
nonball and we can play the fish on a 
free line. 


Alternating between the deep-running 


downriggers are lines using Pink Lady 
and Deep Six planing devices that run a 
lure at shallower depths than the heavy 
cannonbatls. Also we'll mix In a couple 
of lines that have only about 3 ounces 
weight that will run at a mere 16 or 18 
feet. 


There are 11 lines out, some of them 


using herring dodgers ahead of the lure 
they trail, some with the bright, chromed 


flasher attracters, some with only the 
lure. We are trailing Spoonplugs, Tadpo- 
lys, Buttons, Flutter • Spoons, Manistee 
Wobblers, jointed Rebels, and a smallish 
lure with a plastic skirt and a jointed 
hook that looks like it is probably in- 
tended to simulate a walking crab. All in 
all, a quick, unofficial estimate figures 
we are trailing something like $175 in 
hardware underneath this boat. There 
are six fishermen on board. 


Our first sighting is a Mallard duck 


that is, for some unknown reason, flying 
north. Then we see our second sighting, 
which is a storm gathering over the John 
Hancock building in Chicago. The marine 
radio confirms that there, are thunder 
clouds south, but we are in no danger. In 
the first place it isn't that severe. In the 
second place the boat is big and 
seaworthy enough to survive a quick run 
for home, which is a mere two miles 
straight west. We are rigged up and fish- 
ing 60 feet of water. Four of the cannon- 
ball downriggers are bumping the bot- 
tom. 


The action begins almost immediately. 


Stan Mallctl, Chicago insurance broker, 
loses the first fish that hits. It snapped 
loose the outrigger line from the port 
sideboard. Stan forgot that the hook is 
already set in the fish's mouth, so he set 
it again. The fish flew out of the water 
and spit the lure right back at him. The 
fish leaped like a steelhcad, and'Larry, 
the mate, is swearing, because he's nev- 
er caught a steelhcad and hates to see 
them lost. 


O.D. Brown can't resist wondering, out 


loud, if Mallet "tightened up" under the 
pressure. Brown's daughter, April, about 
12, says she would have landed the fish if 
Stan hadn't "helped" her. Then a down- 
rigger "fires"; the line is free and 
screaming noisily off the reel. Stan 
doesn't blow this one. He picks up the 
rod and adjusts the drag a little tighter 
because the fish is taking line faster than 
he can reel. No setting the hook this 
time. He just keeps it between the other 
lines at each side of him. Larry is run- 
ning the boat and keeping the fish 
directly behind us. With this kind of co- 
operation, we can land a fish without 
taking in the other lines and .without tan- 
gling up in them. 


Mallet has learned his lesson well. As 


the fish comes up within range of Atkin- 
son's landing net, Stan leans back on the 
rod and lifts the rod tip'. The eight pound 
coho comes smoothly to the surface and 
into the net.' Number one. 


In the space of a four hour trip, we 


hooked eight fish, landed five and saw, 
on the Vexilar read-out and the Fish 
Hawk, perhaps another 15 or 20 big fish. 
Two things were worth discovering. 


First: Contrary to some fishermen's 


belief, there are still plenty of fish in 
Lake Michigan within reach of the west 
shoreline. We caught four coho and one 
five pound steelhead trout. No chinooks. 
All were in 65 feet of water. There was 
absolutely nothing any shallower than 
that. A scientific test boat confirmed that 
the only thing his soundings had in- 
dicated shallower than 60 feet were ale- 
wife, shad and a few perch. 


Second: We saw a lot of fish on the two 


sounders, but we didn't catch one that 
we "saw." On the other hand, we 
couldn't find a sign of any of the fish we 
caught on the Vexilar read-out, which in- 
dicates that the fish are right on the bot- 
tom. The fact that we took only one fish 
on a shallow-running lure seemed to con- 
firm this.

clubs coming up, I'll be sadly dis- 
appointed. These should be worth at least 
a conference championship." 


The dugouts, now being painted in 


Prospect's twin-blues, were expected to 
be completed by the time the Giants ar- 
rived in town on August 26, but are now 
in the final stages of completion with de- 
liveries of materials, and weather, con- 
tributing to the delay in completion. 


"We wanted to see them completed by 


the time Dave made his last trip into 
Chicago this season," said Elmer Blasco, 
representing the Knights Booster's Club, 
"but we just couldn't make it. We still 
have the drinking fountains to install, the 
front railings to put in place,, and the 
signs to paint for both dugouts." 


Mr. Kulieke, in acknowledging the 


near-completion of the Booster's project, 
paid high priase to the Prospect Knights 
Boosters for this ambitious project. 


"There are none better in the state," 


he observed. "Neither dugouts or Boost- 
ers." 


The Booster project beg»n early this 


year when Booster President George R. 
Busse and his board decided upon a new 
program of one special project a year for 
the Prospect athletic program and the 
dugouts were it. 


Blasco, Booster treasurer and coor- 


dinator of the project, outlined the his- 
tory of the dugouts. 


"It all began with a set of blueprints 


and engineering plans," he observed. 
"These were put together 
by Bob 


McBride, the father of one of our gym- 
nasts. With these in hand, George Busse 
presented our request for funds to the 
Mount Prospect Lions Club and they 
most generously agreed to fund the proj- 
ect with a cash grant." 


"From then on the entire project be- 


gan to snowball and we were on our 
way," he continued. "Bob Jackson and 
the Mount Prospect Park District con- 
tributed their equipment and Kenny 
Goodman to do the excavations and 
trenching. With the money from the 
Lions we paid for the concrete and block 
work." 


"And then the real heart-warming part 


of the project took place. Kurt Bostrom 
contributed the steel posts and the sheet 
metal for the roof. The Prospect Varsity 
club donated the two drinking fountains. 
Victor Rose, Sr. came over and put on 
the roofs. John Bruner helped lay .con- 
crete block. Bill Selep donated the seat 
brackets. And Bill Smith, Jack Loos, Bob 
Jennings pitched in with help on the 
roofs and the painting. Even Roger Spiel- 
man helped mix mortar. And George L. 
Busse is contributing the permanent 
plaque that will acknowledge all of the 
contributions made to this project. 


"A lot of people have really helped put 


these things together," Blasco concluded, 
"and even though they're not quite done, 
the Booster Club would like to thank 
them all. But most of all, the Lions Club, 
without whose original funding we could 
never have made i'." 


Gattas, Prospect's athletic director, in 


accepting the dugouts on behalf of Pros- 
pect's athletic program, thanked Shutt 
and the Lions Club for providing the 
funds for the project and concluded the 
brief ceremony by saying, "Jerry, if this 
contribution of yours encourages more 
boys to play baseball, and produces more 
Kingmans, and Lundstedts, you'll have 
spent your money wisely." 


Yes, Dave Kingman came home to 


Prospect last Saturday, and if the Pros- 
pect Knights Booster's Club has its way, 
there will be more Kingmans and Lunds- 
tedts coming out of their dugouts in the 
years to come to win conference cham- 
pionships. . .and maybe more.

ed Wynn is one of only 11 men to ever 
win 300 or more games. On the other 
hand — and sometimes you wonder if he 
wasn't pitching with the other hand — 
Wynn holds the major league record for 
most walks in a lifetime, 1,775, and most 
home runs given up in the American 
League, 335. 


So he stumbles into the so-called hal- 


lowed halls alongside such an illustrious 
loser as Cy Young, who dropped more 
games, 315, than anyone in history. Also, 
no one ever gave up more career hits 
than that same Denton True (Cy) Young. 
He allowed 7,078 hits in his 23-season ca- 
reer. You ask why there were so many 
.300 hitters in the early years? 


Young spread out his hits in both ma- 


jor leagues, and so was gracious enough 
to leave the field open to fellow Hall of 
Famers Walter Johnson and Grover 
Cleveland who hold the record for most 
hits allowed in a league for a career. 
Johnson's 4,920 tops the American, and 
Cleveland's 4,868 heads N. L. 


Johnson is guilty of even greater mal- 


feasance. He hit 204 batters, a major 
league lifetime record for barbarous 
pitching, is tied for the major league 
record for most wild pitches lifetime, 
156, and holds the record for most 
wild pitches in an inning, 4. Johnson also 
is owner of the forlorn record of having 
lost more games in one league than any- 
one, 279. 


Other mournful marks by Hall of Fam- 


ers include: most seasons, consecutive, 
leading major leagues in games lost, 
two, by Red Ruffing, and most walks in 
a season, 208 by Bob Feller in 1938. 


As we tearfully leave the pitching 


records of these "baseball heroes" and 
continue thumbing through Seymour Si- 
woff's official book of Baseball Records, 
we begin to mumble in our beards, "Say 
it ain't so, Joe, and Cy and Ty ... " 


Yes, even Ty Cobb. We discover that 


Cobb, as legend has it, was indeed an 
incomparable base runner. For no one in 
baseball history has been nailed stealing 
as many times in one season as Cobb 
was in 1915 — 38 times. 


And the Babe, oh, the Babe. Fans got 


colds watching the Babe shatter records 
— such as most seasons leading the ma- 
jor leagues in most strikouts, four; his 
lifetime mark of 1,306 strikeouts lasted 
until a future Hall-of-Famer, the dubious 


Mickey Mantle, broke it with 1,710. But 
neither holds the record for having led 
one league in strikeouts for most con- 
secutive seasons. Old Double X ("x" for 
wipe-out) Jimmy Foxx, and of course an- 
other "enshrinee" in the Hall of Fame, 
has it. 


Pie Traynor, reputed to be one of the 


slickest of third basemen, has one of the 
sickest records: most seasons leading 
league in most errors, with five, and 
most lifetime errors for National League 
third basemen, with 324. 


Honus Wagner is supposed to rank with 


Babe Ruth and Ty Cobb. And he certain- 
ly does! He holds the record for most 
errors, career, in the National League, 
676. Another Hall of Famer has cornered 


the market on the American League 
r e c o r d for most seasons leading 
league in most errors — Luke Appling 
with five calamitous years. 


Catcher is the last bastion of hope for 


the icon-adoring fan. No records of nu- 
gatory note are yet owned by Hall of 
Fame catchers. But wait. There is Ivy 
Wingo. The legendary, notorious Ivy 
Wingo. He was a catcher (to use the< 
term loosely) for 17 years with the Car- 
dinals and Reds. Precedent tells us he 
may yet be voted in. For Wingo holds the 
catching records for most seasons lead- 
ing league in most errors, most major 
league errors lifetime, and most career 
errors in one league.

All-Navy Sailing Races At Great Lakes 


The first All-Navy Sailing Champion- 


ships will be held here on Lake Michigan 
next week, Aug. 30, 31 and Sept. 1. 


The three days of racing will see crews 


from Naval installations across the na- 
tion compete for top honors. 


Beginning in 1969 a Navy wide in- 


vitational regatta has been held each 
year at the Naval Station, Annapolis, 
Md. But the contest at Great Lakes this 
year is the first to be sponsored by the 
Chief of Naval Personnel, and the first 
that will result in one three man crew 
earning the title of "Navy Champs." 


Meeting at the Naval Training Center, 


Great Lakes, will be the top crews from 
the recently completed East and West 
Coast Championship competitions. The 
East Coast Navy title races were held at 
the Annapolis Naval Station. Represent- 
ing the east coast at Great Lakes will be 
crews from the U.S. Naval Academy, An- 
napolis, the Naval Air Station, Pensa- 
cola, Fla., the Annapolis branch of the 
U.S. Navy Sailing Association (USNSA),

the Naval District, Washington, D.C., 
and the Ninth Naval District headquar- 
tered at Great Lakes. 


Competing from the west coast will be 


crews from the Pacific 
Amphibious 


Force headquartered at Coronado, Calif., 
the 13th Naval District headquartered in 
Seattle, Wash., and the llth Naval Dis- 
trict headquartered in San Diego, Calif. 


In addition to these entries, the US- 


NSA, because of its contributions to rec- 
reational sailing in the Navy, has been 
allowed to send one crew from each of 
its 10 branches to Great Lakes without 
having those crews compete in a coastal 
championship. However, all crews must 
have at least one enlisted member. This 
includes coastal champions. 


The three man crews will be sailing 18 


foot Interlakers with main, jib, and spin- 
naker sails. The crews will rotate boats 
after each race, and there will be as 
many races as there are entries. The 
winning boat from each race will be giv- 
en one point; the boat that takes second 
will be given two points and so on down 
the line. At the end of the races the boat 
with the lowest score wins the All-Navy 
title. In case a boat does not finish a 
race it will be given one more point that 
the last placed boat received. 


An Olympic style course has been 


marked off the Great Lakes harbor. The 


course includes a windward starting leg, 
two reach legs, another windward leg, a 
leeward leg, and a windward beat to the 
finish line. Most of the legs are nearly a 
mile long. 


During the races each boat may enter 


a protest against another boat for what 
seems to be a violation of the rules. 
These protests will be aired before the 
protest committee each night. Sitting on 
the committee are Mr. Don Glasell, 805 
Judson, Evanston, 111., Capt. R. D. 
McWethy, USN (Ret.), Executive Secre- 
tary and Past Commodore of the USNSA, 
Mr. Don Wittenburg of Lake Forest, 111., 
and Chief Opticalman Lloyd T. Stagg, 
USN. Wittenburg is well known in local 
yachting circles. In 1971 his ROGUE took 
Class II honors at the Navy Cutlass Tro- 
phy Race hosted by the Naval Training 
Center. 


The championship races will be gov- 


erned by the International Yacht Racing 
Rules as adopted by the North American 
Yacht Racing Union in 1969. The 720 de- 
gree, 20 per cent rule will additionally 
apply in case of protests.

MUNICH - (NBA) - "What's it been 


like the last four years? Miserable. I beg 
here, borrow there, steal here. HustlhV. 
When you grow up in a ghetto like Har- 
lem, you learn how to hustle," said John 
Carlos. "Nobedy'Jl hire me. I'm an un- 
touchable. All because I took my fist and 
stuck it in the air. 


"Say, what you want, an interview? I 


need money. I got a wife and two little 
kids that I been making promises to. 
Then I show up empty. Come across with 
some bread, huh?" 


Carlos slumped slightly in his chair in 


the athletic shoe store in the Olympic 
Village here, stroked his beard, stretched 
out his long legs and agreed tacitly to 
talk. 


Athletes in a rainbow of sweat suits 


came in to look at shoes, joke and slap 
palms with Carlos. He is not here as a 
participant because a short-lived pro 
football career ended his amateur stand- 
ing. He is in fact working in the store. 
He says the shoe company paid his 
transportation and room and board here. 
But that's all. He says he must pick up 
all other expenses. 


He had wanted an executive job with 


the company, whose shoes he has been 
wearing and promoting for 10 years 
("before other cats ever even heard of 
'em), but says he was refused. "They 
said I give 'em a bum image in Mexico 
City." 


In what has been variously described 


as a heroic, dumb, humanitarian, evil 
act, John Carlos and Tommie Smith each 
gave black-gloved Black Power salutes 
as they received their bronze and gold 
medals respectively after the 200-meter 
race in the 1968 Olympics. They were im- 
mediately expelled from the Olympic Vil- 
lage there. Carlos said Tommie Smith 
has had to "hustle," too, until he 
recently became assistant athletic direc- 
tor at Oberlin College. 


Why did Carlos give the salute? 
"I tried to do something for mankind," 


he said. "I wanted to make some kind of 
statement about the injustices all over 
the world, not just America. I wanted 
people to wake up to what's happening in 
the world. One half the world is rich, the 
other half is starving. It should be bal- 
anced." 


Is he involved in any kind of Olympic 


boycott action here? 


"No, 
and I don't think there will be 


any from an individual standpoint. The 
athletes seem younger now, and not so 


socially conscious. I'm not talking about 
the nation-to-nation thing. That's some- 
thing else. 


"But that's part of the whole political 


thing about the Olympics. Don Schollan- 
der told it straight. He said the Olympics 
are more political than the presidential 
elections. You know, why do you have to 
wear the uniform of your country here? 
Why do they play national anthems? 
Why do we have to beat the Russians? 
Why do the East Germans want to beat 
the West Germans? Why can't everyone 
wear the same colors but wear numbers 
to tell them apart? What happened to the 
Olympic ideal of man against man?" 


Has anything concrete come from his 


action in 1968? 


"I think some people maybe even guys 


in our government, got their heads to- 
gether better about some issues like 
race." 


Did he learn anything from the experi- 


ence? 


"I learned that the only difference be- 


tween America and the other countries is 
that the other countries are not preachin' 
this freedom of speech jive. In the 
States, if they don't dig what you're 
sayin', you're an outcast. 


"I see that 'cause I can't get hired. I 


got a degree in business from San Jose 
State. It means nothing. I wanted some- 
thing in public relations. Nothing. I want- 
ed to make a State Department track 
tour. They took Bill Toomey, not me. In 
so many words they told me I was un- 
desirable." 


Would he do the Black Power salute 


again if he had it to do over? 


"If I felt I had to." 
Is he disappointed in not being able to 


compete here? 


"I go down to the track every day and 


work out. I ran a 10-flat 100 meters the 
other day. And I see this Russian sprint- 
er, Borzov, who people are talking about. 
They call him the White Blitz. But that's 
cool. I'd like to run against him man to 
man, 
not black against white. For the 


competition. But a good white sprinter 
comes along once every eight, 10 years, 
like that German a couple years back, 
and that Italian, and people fuss over 
'em. 


"Borzov saw me on the track the other 


night. I was in my sweats. I knew he was 
wondering if I was eligible." 


And the future? 
"Maybe I'll be a track coach. I've had 


offers from Africa. Yeah, I may be 
forced to leave my own country."

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a career wom- 


an in my 60s and think that a facelift 
might help me in my work. Would you 
please explain a little bit about this oper- 
ation, such as the amount of time one 
must be away from work and the results, 
the dangers at this age, the length of the 
operation and any other information you 
might have? 


Dear Reader — Whether or not a per- 


son should have a facelift is an. individ- 
ual matter. The best reason for having 
one is pure vanity because a person 
wants to look better. In our age-con- 
scious society it's also helpful to some 
people in business and professions which 
place a premium on youth. One of the 
problems of facelifts is that people often 
expect too much. It may make the face 
look younger but it's not going to change 
what's inside the skin. The body will stili 
be the same age. Nevertheless, if it im- 
proves a person's appearance and he is 
pleased with this change, it may affect 
his personality favorably. Older individ- 
uals who are still full of life and think 
young are sometimes handicapped by a 
decrepit look of old age caused by the 
wrinkling and sagging of the face. For 
these people a facelift is often beneficial. 


Not all faces are improved by such 


surgery. In general a face that sags or 
hangs in. folds is apt to be improved, 
whereas a face that has a lot of fine 
wrinkles, particularly those running up 
and down the face, is not so apt to be 
improved. 


There are several different techniques 


for a facelift. In general I think the tech- 
' nique that removes the skin next to the 
hairline without pulling the hair back is 
the best. If the distance between the 


hairline and the eyes, mouth and nose is 
changed by pulling the scalp back, it 
changes the appearance of the face, 
making it larger in proportion to the 
hairline. Also this limits the number of 
facelifts that can be done or the amount 
of skin that can be removed. 


In general facelifts are not dangerous. 


They are sometimes mildly uncomfor- 
table. How long it takes a person to re- 
cover depends on how extensive the fa- 
celift is. If it's just the lower face, not 
involving work around the eyes, the face 
will look rather well within two weeks. A 
woman can use cosmetics and, by the 
way she arranges her hair, literally ob- 
scure the incision marks. The face will 
retain some excessive swelling, however, 
which will give it a fatter appearance for 


three to six months. The feeling that 
your face is really your own again will 
not occur for as long as one year after 
the surgery. If surgery is done on the 
lower eyelids to remove the bags under 
the eyes, the eyelids may not regain 
their normal function for at least three 
months and sometimes nearly a year. 


The best thing for you to do is to have 


a consultation with a plastic surgeon who 
does cosmetic surgery. Your family phy- 
sician may be able to find one for you or, 
if for one reason or another you don't 
wish to do it that way, you can request 
help from the county medical society.

One day there is a critical network

Yet another, Nixon aide Henry 
Kissinger drops in on the writers of 
"Laugh-In" at NBC-TV's Burbank, Ca- 
lif., studio* along with Russia's ambassa- 
dor to the United States, Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin. 


Today's TV 


As for video's split personality, it all 


stems from the fact that broadcasting, 
using public airwaves, is subject to con- 
stant government regulations, while the 
printed media have much more leeway. 


NBC EVEN WENT so far as to pro- 


pose that the Democrats and Republi- 
cans include planks in their party plat- 
forms 
reaffirming the public's 1st 


Amendment guarantees of free speeech 
and a free press, definitely including the 
broadcast press. Excerpt from NBC's 
suggested plank: 


"We recognize that the public is in- 


formed by speech in broadcasting and 
magazines and that government inter- 
ference with the broadcast press is as in 
tolerable as with the print press." 


NBC News President Reuven Frank 


says, "It is my understanding that the 
purpose of the 1st Amendment was not to 
achieve freedom to print; that was its 
method. Its purpose was to keep all gov- 


ernment out of all news." 


The same network's president, Julian 


Goodman, wrote to Sen. Alan Cranston 
praising him for introducing a news- 
men's privilege bill "to provide the pro- 
tection — withheld by the Supreme Court 
in recent decisions — for free flow of 
information to the public." 


And in another video development, 


NBC's parent company, RCA, again 
chiefly because of Nixon's China visit, 
signed a contract in that nation with a 
Chinese organization to install a new sat- 
ellite communications earth station in 
Peking and expand an existing one in 
Shanghai. 


IN THIS COUNTRY, back in the area 


of day-to-day popular programming, Nix- 
on's daughter Tricia will appear on NBC- 
TV's morning Dinah Shore series Sept. 6. 
And the next day, the same series will 
offer Eleanor McGovern, wife of Nixon's 
opponent in November's 
presidential 


election, Sen. George McGovern. 


The Kissinger-Dobrynin visit of the 


"Laugh-In" writers' meeting was part of 
a tour for the two men. 


On the home screen, by the way, an- 


other top Republican, Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan, will appear on CBS-TV's new season 
premiere of the Sonny and Cher comedy- 
variety hour Sept. 15, wity Howard Keel, 
Wilfrid Hyde-White, Larry Storch and 
the Jackson Five recording group. 


And in the news area, Mrs. Jarvis was 


invited to China by that country's Min- 
istry of Information, and she says: "It is 
part of the cultural exchange established 
during President Nixon's visit last win- 
ter." 


The indefatigable Mrs. Jarvis took a 


crew of five with her to China. One of 
her programs apparently will deal with 
Chinese art treasures. Her credits are 
The "Louvre" *nd the "Kremlin." At 
NBC-TV, they love Lucy.

Spock Prescribes 
A New President 


by TOM T1EDE 


NEW YORK - He is such a nice man. 


Sixty-nine years old now. And bald. And 
dark blue suits. And pin-through collars. 
He is the son of a onetime railroad attor- 
ney, grown up among the comforts and 
conservatism of Connecticut 
Republi- 


cans. Such a nice man. Spectacles. Quiet. 
Composed. Such a nice, nice man. 


Why does Dr. Benjamin Spock want to 


overthrow the government? 


Well, he says, his legs like willow 


branches, reaching out in a droop from 
his chair, well "This country is ... we're 
all of us in such terrible, terrible 
trouble " 


So that's why. Why after six decades of 


respectability, after writing a fluffy little 
book on babies that became an all-time 
best seller (25 million copies), after be- 
coming one of the most widely known 
pillars of the medical profession in the 
world. Ben Spock, as his wife of 42 years 
calls him (42 years), has embraced 
some of the most radical ideas of Ameri- 
can history and has decided to run for 
the presidency of the Union on the notion 
that the Union is rotten and needs to be 
deodorized with revolution. 


AS CANDIDATE OF the People's Par- 


ty, which is an outgrowth of the Peace 
and Freedom Party, which has many 
members from the New Party, which 
was itself merely a collection of men and 
women from a party whose name has 
been forgotten. Ben Spock wants to legal- 
ize marijuana and abortion, guarantee a 
$6,500 income for every U.S. family, 
mandate free medical care for everyone 
in the land, end the war in Vietnam, 
bring home every U.S. soldier now sta- 
tioned on foreign lands and, and: "Well, 
that will give you some idea — we have 
many, many other plans, however." 


Gads. Good gravy even. 
Who would vote for such a kook? 
The writer, maybe, for one. 
Ben Spock is not your everyday pediat- 


rician turned radical. He is a rather rich 
old guy who has decided, late in the day, 
that one can no longer believe in what 
one has believed in all along — that 
America is honest and good and fair. He 
wanted to believe it. He tried to believe 
it for 60 years. But. Alas. "I suppose the 
beginning of my radicalization was due 
to two events. One, I hated nuclear 
weapons so I joined SANE in 1962. Two, I 
campaigned for tyndon Johnson in 1964. 
Of the two. I suppose the second was the 
most eye-opening experience. I really be- 
lieved in Lyndon Johnson then. I got out 
on the stump for him a number of times. 


I remember after he was elected he 


called me and said, 'Oh, Dr. Spock, I do 
hope I prove worthy of your support.' 
Well, then the war escalation started and 
everything else. I was appalled. Seeing 
what that man did, seeing how he be- 
trayed his promise to the people — well, 
I began to realize what I never had be- 
fore." 


THE YEAHS SINCE, for Ben Speck, 


are part of the public record. Arrested, 
accosted, jailed and assailed. He was 
part of one demonstration that tried to 
close down Washington. He was tried two 
times <found guilty, then acquitted) on 
charges of counseling young people to 
break draft laws. 


Small wonder the man has become 


(forced into?) part of the smallest politi- 
cal minority in the country — the ex- 
tremist left. "I 've found." he says of his 
pietailed and pot-smoking new fellows, 
"they are wonderful people. Not like 
what 1 had imagined. I admit I had re- 
servations about them once. I was as full 
of prejudices as anyone. I suppose that I 
probably never would have joined them 
if it had been left up to me. But, as it 
happened, I didn't go to them. They 
came to me. And once I got to know 
them and understand them, I found the 
generation gap made no difference." 


Dr. Spock has, on the surface, little in

common with the militants, the wildeyes, 
the somewhat nutty members of the 
People's Party who nominated him as 
their standard bearer. He's old, man. He 
doesn't sniff cocaine. And in this day of 
women's lib and dying marriage, he's 
had this same gal with him for nearly 
half a century. Yet he appeals to the 
toughest revolutionaries in the nation. 
Why? "I once asked some people if I 
should change my conservative image, if 
I should wear old jeans or something. 
They said no, just do your thing — we 
think you're honest." 


HONEST. THAT'S HIM. And among 


this year's presidential candidates, some 
say, including himself, Dr. Spock may be 
the most totally honest. He does not 
waffle on issues: "I think homosexuals 
should be entirely free to do what they 
want as long as their partners are con- 
senting." He does not sell out to anyone 
for support: "I am a radical, yes, but I 
do not believe in violent radicalism and I 
don't like those people who subscribe to 
that." He doesn't even mess around 
about himself: "I haven't got a chance to 
be elected, I know that. But I do want to 
keep our movement rolling." 


And so he runs — if not popularly, at 


least honestly. Already he has campaign- 
ed in some 27 states. He hopes to be on 
the ballot in about 12. 


Grant Ben Spock at least a nod for ef- 


forts in raising the level of politics. 
"Some people have asked if I'm a 
serious candidate," he says. 


"Well, I think I'm more serious than 


Mr. Nixon or Mr. McGovern. They are 
only trying to win an election. I am try- 
ing to bring about a better U.S.A."

enter dummy with a high trump; lead 
the queen of diamonds and let it ride. 
Then he can play ace, king and a third 
club. The defense will win its third trick, 
but South will be able to ruff the fourth 
club in dummy and make his game. 


Suppose West has the king of dia- 


monds. The finesse will lose and even- 
tually South will have to lose his fourth 
trick to the queen or jack of clubs. 


South didn't hum very long because he 


knew where the king of diamonds was. 
West had opened the bidding with a 
heart with just seven high card points in 
that suit. Without the king of diamonds 
West could not hold more than 10 high 
curd points and would not have made a 
vulnerable opening bid. As extra con- 
firmation, East had passed the one heart 
opening. He might well have responded 
with the king of diamonds and three 
hearts to the queen. 


Since he knew where the monarch was 


located, South proceeded to make his 
contract. He simply led his low diamond 
toward dummy. 


West did the best he could. He rose 


with his king and led a trump. 


South won in his hand; cashed the dia- 


mond ace; played two more rounds of 
trumps to stop in dummy, and discarded 
his two small clubs on the queen and 
jack of diamonds.

Retarded Program Helps Them Fit 


Elgin State Hospital's adult mental re- 


tardation program, serving Lake County 
and parts of Cook County, is now work- 
ing toward fitting mentally retarded 
adults into community life through the 
Ray Graham Handicapped Workshop in 
Addison. 


For six hours a day, five days a week, 


the patients work at light assembly, 
packaging and mailing. Compensation is 
made either by hourly wage or piece 
rate, and the workers are paid every two 
weeks. 


The workshop is a factory located in 


Addison's industrial park area. The cen- 
ter provides work for otherwise unem- 
ployable persons of all handicaps. 


Elgin State Hospital first began affi- 


liating with the workshop on Aug. 1 by 
sending four patients who showed good 
work skills. Eight more later joined in a 
program to develop self-help, pre-voca- 
tional and vocational skills. 


REPETITION AND constant reinforce- 


ment are essential in training the re- 
tarded to work in a community. The pro- 
gram has four phases, based on the 
patient's ability. 


The first phase teaches minimal self- 


care and compliance behavior skills. The 
second phase provides personal groom- 
ing and pre-workshop emphasis. Sociali- 
zation, special education and simple 
work =kills are stressed in the third 


phase. Patients in the fourth phase learn 
vocational skills and independent living 
responsibilities. 


Usually, it takes a retarded person one 


to two years to progress from one level 
to the next. 


The workshop currently is acquiring an 


apartment-like residency facility where 
patients will live during non-working 
hours, speeding the transition to indepen- 
dent living.

Crafts Program Aids Handicapped

Beverly Sundell earns spending mon- 


ey . . . and a sense of worth and indepen- 
dence while working at home. Beverly is 
physically handicapped and spends most 
of her time with her parents in their Ar- 
lington Heights apartment. 


Miss Sundell could very well let herself 


become despondent and — as she puts it 
— "a parasite." But this is not the case 
with busy, cheerful Beverly. Though her 
mobility Is limited, she has filled her life 
with purpose and well being by choosing 
to work six to eight hours daily in her 
own home workshop. 


"It gives me something to do and some 


independence," said Beverly, who fash- 
ions attractive gift items with the help of 
the Easter Seal Society of Metropolitan 
Chicago. 


AT PRESENT. Miss Sundell is the only 


local disabled person benefittlng from 
Easter Seal's 
home 
crafts program 


which is available to all eligible north- 
west suburban residents. "It's a shame 
other handicapped people do not know 
what Easter Seal is doing," she said with 
a smile. 


The home crafts program, which Eas- 


ter Seal administers throughout Cook 
County, is designed for the homebound 
handicapped up to age 62, explained Mrs. 
W. J. Maloney, craft director. 


To be eligible for the crafts program, 


workers must have good eyesight, the 
u*.e of both hands and demonstrate some" 
financial need, she added. 


Marian Maloney, who designs as well 


as teaches crafts, travels all over Cook 
County teaching the handicapped, dis- 
tributing materials and picking up fin- 
ished items. Easter Seal then sells these 
crafts to help support this program oth- 
erwise entirely funded by benefit giving. 
The worker is paid when Mrs. Maloney 
picks up finished work. 


"MARIAN IS the most!" declares Be- 


verly of the friend and teacher she has 
worked with for three years, and who 
also works with about 23 other handi- 
capped in the program. 


Prior to working with Mrs. Maloney, 


Beverly worked in the Industrial Subcon- 
tract Program, another avenue for those 
who are handicapped. The Easter Seal 
Society negotiates contracts with in- 
dustry, trains workers and, as in the 
crafts program, delivers materials and 
picks up finished products. 


For example, when Beverly lived in 


Chicago where she had more work space, 
she packaged Christmas seals and other 
holiday products, placed stencils on busi- 
ness materials and sales tags on bakery 
packages. Another job was putting to- 
gether small crepe paper Easter lilies 
for sale in states outside Illinois. "Here 
we use Easter seals," she explained. 


Working at a repetitious task never has 


bored Beverly. She tried daily to im- 
prove speed and efficiency and the work 
helped to fill her days, she said. 


HOWEVER, THE world of crafts has 


opened up new vistas for Beverly. Under 
Marian's guidance, she has discovered 
talent she never dreamed she had. "If 
anyone had told me 10 years ago I would 
be creating dried flower pictures (her 
main endeavor now) I never would have 
believed it!" she chuckled. 


But changing from industrial work to 


crafts was not an overnight miracle. Ma- 
rian first instructed Beverly in work sim- 
ilar to what she had been doing. At first 
she simply pasted felt appliques to card- 
board tubes designed to be used as deco- 
rative candy or liquor (or other) contain- 
ers. 


With patience and stick-to-itiveness, 


Miss Sundell next learned to cut out ap- 
pliques and other trim and paste these to 
already prepared tubes. Finally she was 
able to do the whole job. Now she puts 
together red and white Santa Claus con- 
tainers for holiday selling, green and 


white elves for St. Patrick Day and col- 
orful cowboys and cowgirls and clowns 
for children. 


Beverly also has learned to make yarn 


tails for the Society's Easter Bunny, as- 
semble a variety of decorative paper 
weights and fashion artistic glass domes 
filled with dried materials and tiny arti- 
ficial birds. She also decorates a tool 
holder for use in the kitchen and puts 
together a variety of Christmas orna- 
ments plus other eyecatching gifts, 


WITH FURTHER instruction and en- 


couragement from her teacher (the work 
takes a neat, accurate and interested 
person Mrs. Maloney explains), Miss 
Sundell now fills most of her days creat- 
ing beautiful floral pictures. Using real 
dried flowers, Beverly mounts — creat- 
ing many of her own designs — tiny blos- 
soms on a velvet background in a variety 
of colors. Framed in gold, pictures range 
in size and price. 


"If I have any worries, I sit down, 


create a picture and forget my troubles," 
Beverly said gratefully. 


The Easter Seal Society likes to help 


people feel as Beverly does. Their ap- 
proximately 42 gift items—made by hand- 
icapped persons who must spend most of 
their time at home >— will be on display 
when the Society sponsors a benefit Sun- 
day brunch at the Drake Hotel Oct. 29. 


"The only way we have to raise money 


is through benefits and selling our craft 
work," said Mrs. Maloney. 


THOSE INTERESTED in attending the 


brunch may call 446-7435 for information. 
Anyone interested in helping the Society 
sell their craft work either acting as sale 
clerk or by supplying store space may 
call 261-2669 in Oak Park or in Chicago,

One Sociologist's View 


Motherhood: Obsolete Occupation?

NEW YORK (UP!) - Defenders of 


motherhood won't like Jeanne Binstock. 
She maintains motherhood is on the way 
out as an occupation. 


It can't be rubbed out completely for 


the obvious reason that the planet earth 
needs to be peopled with people. But 
motherhood is not what it used to be and 
must, indeed, fall into disrepute, accord- 
ing to the sociologist at the University of 
Massachusetts in Boston. 


The egghead follows trends and facts 


as she builds her case in a report titled 
"Motherhood: An Occupation Facing De- 
cline." 


The report in "The Futurist," journal 


of the World Future Society, notes that in 
20 years, mothers will be "a mere spe- 
cialty group in the United States" — like 


plumbers, engineers, or whatever spe- 
cialty comes to mind. 


"THE STATE OF affairs will not re- 


sult from the women's liberation move- 
ment, but from economic factors and 
technological change," she said. 


"Women's lib movements really are a 


consequence of technological 
change; 


they have appeared at the historical mo- 
ment when a sharp reduction in the oc- 
cupational group known as mothers is 
mandatory, and the technological capac- 
ity to achieve it is available." 


". . . We are forced to face the fact 


that if we do not take from women their 
role of mother and replace it with some- 
thing else, we will be throttled by the 
overproduction of babies," the sociologist 
cautions. 


"We thus face the need to demand that 


the ancient and honorable occupation of 
motherhood fall into disrepute, and that 


women commit themselves to other occu- 
pations. Women must be liberated to en- 
joy the fruits of other 
occupations, 


whether they want to be or not." 


THE AMERICAN woman today has 


two to three children instead of half a 
dozen or more. Childbirth no longer is 
like going into the front lines of combat. 
The mom doesn't stay up through the 


1 night with her sick children the way 
mothers used to. Medicines make that 
possible. Diaper services, convenience 
foods, wash-and-wear clothing have freed 
her more. The once 18-hour-a-day chore 
of mothering has been reduced, accord- 
ing to Professor Binstock, to a mere 
three hours a day. 


Mothers for some time have been fight- 


ing to hold onto their important status, 
despite the decline in actual necessary 
services rendered. 


"Every occupational group fights for 


survival when threatened with tech- 
nological obsolescence and tries to retain 
a monopoly over its technical skills," she 
said. 


PROF. 
BINSTOCK 
maintains 
that 


young people are being mothered to 
death. "They have been subject to a lev- 
el of scrutiny and maternal investment 
and guilt that paralyzes them and makes 
them crawl the walls and scream for 
freedom," she said. 


"They long for real internal choice — 


not choice forced on them by guilt. And 
they are presenting us with magnificent 
new possibilities for freedom in the 21st 
century." 


When the day that sociologist sees ar- 


rives, women will have a free choice of 
economic roles. 


And — to repeat: In just 20 years.

Well, they got a woman for president 


— and her husband for vice president. 
"They," in this case, is not the United 
States, but the trustees of Vermont's 
Bennington College, a highly prestigious 
former women's college which admitted 
its first male students two years ago. 


Bennington's first woman president is 


Gail Thain Parker, a former Harvard 
professor. And the vice president? He's 
Thomas D. Parker, Gail Parker's hus- 
band. 


What are the Parkers like? Young: 


she's 29, he's 30; they have a 6-year-old 
daughter, Julia. An administrator at 
Harvard-for the past four years, he'll re- 
ceive his doctorate this year. She earned 
her Ph.D. in history of American Civ- 
ilization in 1969, has published books on 
American women and the science of faith 
healing and is now working on her third 
book. Both are Midwestern intellectuals: 
he's from Oklahoma, she's from Illinois 
(where she led the top-tracked students 
in her Evanston High School). Both grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1964: he, cum 
laude (with honors) and she, summa 
cum laude (with highest honors). She 
credits her father, an assistant dean of 
the University of Chicago, with encour- 
aging her in her career. "I was," she 
said in a recent interview, 
"carefully 


protected frbm knowing I was a woman" 
in the sense of being discriminated 
against. 


HIS AND HERS. The Parkers worked 


together 
to put themselves 
through 


school and foresee no special difficulties 
in working together to run a college. 
Parker says that his wife is more of an 
academic while he is more of an admin- 
istrator. They plan to share the adminis- 
trative duties at Bennington, though she 
will concern herself primarily with aca- 
demic matters. She also expects to con- 
tinue her teaching and research. 


Since 
the appointments were an- 


nounced in June, interviews with the 
couple have inevitably included questions 
about the implications of a two-career 
marriage and especially on how a man 
feels about working for his wife. The 
Parkers feel that the arrangement will 
not hurt his male ego. As she quips, "It's 
not everyone who gets to sleep with the 
president." 


Gail Parker is one of the most inter- 


esting women of achievement to make 
this year's headlines. And here, to help 


c o m m e m o r a t e the recent Women's 
Equality Day (marking the 52nd birth- 
day of woman's right to vote, celebrated 
Aug. 
26), is an honor roll of a few other 


outstanding women. Though the list is 
f a r 
f r o m 
complete, 
their accom- 


plishments do represent the progress of 
women in this exciting 52nd year of suf- 
frage. 


MATINA S. HORNER, assistant pro- 


fessor of clinical psychology, was named 
president of Radcliffe on May 15.

JOANNE E. PIERCE, a former nun, 


and SUSAN LYNN ROLEY. a former 
Marine Corps officer, were sworn in on 
July 17 as the FBI's first women agents.

When I see a really super show, I can't 


say enough about it. That's how "Com- 
pany" hit me on opening night last week. 
It sparkles! 


The storyline is fresh and contempo- 


rary and the entire package of cast, mu- 
sic and exceedingly witty dialog makes 
for a highly enjoyble evening at the Fo- 
rum Theater in Summit where "Com- 
pany" is being staged. 


The tongue-in-cheek approach to mar- 


riage and all the Huff caught up with it 
succeeds in putting matrimonial ties in 
clear perspective.

And the show thus gets off to a rol- 


licking good start that doesn't slow its 
pace throughout the entire performance. 


"COMPANY" opens as out-going Rob- 


ert, an eligible bachelor, is celebrating 
his 3Sth birthday will all of his married 
friends. 


The question arises: Shouldn't Robert 


be settling down? They think so. Robert 
wonders too. 


But there are good sides and there are 


the bad sides to marriage and Robert is 
confronted with both. So is the audience 
as we accompany him through a series 
of short vignettes, visits with the individ- 
ual wedded couples that make up his so- 
cial circle 


The small rifts and strifes of marriage 


that are brought out in the musical and 
have a 
way 
of touching 
everyone 


(even singles who are aware that a mar- 
riage contract need not be signed to feel 
them) are so immersed in witticism that 
laughter can be the only possible reac- 
tion. But still the ideas carry home. 


THE SEPARATE episodes of the two- 


act musical comedy are held together by 
a stimulating score of music that encour- 
ages, almost challenges, everyone to ac- 
tively participate and have fun. 


In the first act lots of pep and spirit 


are dished out in the animated number 
"You Could Drive a Person Crazy," sung 
and danced by Melody Rogers, Iris Lie- 
berman and Cynthia Dalbey, a trio who 
play Robert's three girls. 


Then in the beginning of the second act 


the entire company, with Michael Davis 
as Robert, comes on strong with "Side 
by Side by Side."

EOVIDING FOB THE REGULVTION AND OPERATION OF THE 
EWERAGE SYSTEM OF THE WOLF-MAKDEL SANITARY DISTRICT, 
OOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS 


AND 


PROVIDING PENALTIES FOB VIOLATIONS THEREOF 


WHEREAS, the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District of Cook County. Illi- 


ois. has heretofore, by ordinance duly adopted on October 14, 1971. 
rovided for the construction of a complete sewerage system in and for 
ild District, pursuant to and in compliance with the provisions of: 


"AN ACT to create sanitary districts and to provide for sewage 


disposal and to provide for the annexation of additional territory to any 
uch district and to authorize sanitary districts to acquire by purchase or 
onstruction and upon acquisition, to maintain and operate a' waterworks 
and to improve and to extend the same and issue bonds to pay the cost 
hereof payable solely from the revenues of such waterworks and to 
rovide for a method of dissolution of such sanitary district", approved 
uly 2, 1936, title as amended by act approved July 25, 1951: and in- 
luding the provisions of: 


'AN ACT — authorizing sanitary districts having a population of less 


ban 500,000 to construct or acquire, improve and extend a sewerage 
ystem, impose and collect charges and rates for the use thereof, issue 
evenue bonds payable solely from the revenue derived lor the operation 
f such system or Improvement or extension in payment thereof, to 
rovide for the operation of such sewerage systems and contract In rela- 
ion thereto," approved August 15, 1941. 


and 
WHEREAS, pursuant to the terms of the last Act above referred to 


and the ordinance heretofore passed authorizing the construction of such 
omplete sewerage system and the Issuance of said bonds, it is necessary 
hat the District make, enact and enforce all needful rules and regu- 
ations conducive to the public health, comfort, convenience and sani- 
ation in respect of its operation, maintenance and management of such 
ewerage system: 


NOW, THEREFORE, Be It and It is hereby Ordained by the BOARD 


OF TRUSTEES of the WOLF-MANDEL SANITARY DISTRICT. Cook 
County, Illinois as follows: 


SECTION 1 - SEWERAGE SYSTEM 
The sewerage system in the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District shall be 


maintained and operated by the Trustees and hereafter shall be referred 
o in the Ordinance as the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District. 


SECTION S - UTILIZATION OF WOLF-MANDEL SANITARY 
DISTRICT SEWERAGE SYSTESI: 
(a) The sewerage system of the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District shall 


:arry only sanitary sewerage. Expressly prohibited, but not limited ex- 
clusively to the following, are the connection of downspouts or sump 
pumps handling surface and sub-surface waters to the sewerage system 


>f the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District. 


(b) Any person, firm, association, corporation, and/or partnership 


violating this section shall be fined not less than ten dollars ($10.00), nor 
more than two hundred dollars (5200.00), and each day of violation shall 
te deemed as a separate violation of this ordinance. 
SECTION S - JURISDICTION OF WOLF-MANDEL 


SANITARY DISTRICT: 
The Board of Trustees of the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District, and such 


employes designated by them, shall have the supervision, management, 
and control of the maintenance, enlargement, and operation of the sew- 
erage system owned and controlled by said District, and all matters and 
things connected with the operation, maintenance, and extension of said 
sewerage system, and preserving the property belonging thereto. 
SECTION 4 - COMPENSATION: 


The Trustees and employes of the Sanitary District shall receive as 


compensation for their services, amounts to be fixed by the Board of 
Trustees from time to time. 
SECTION 5 - MONTHLY REPORT: 


The Clerk and Treasurer shall, not later than the tenth (10th) of each 


and every month, or oftener if required, submit a report in writing, to 
he Board of Trustees at the regular monthly meeting, listing there in, but 
not limited thereto, the following data: 


1. Billings for service rendered. 
2. Collections. 
3. Applications for service approved and 


fees received. 


4. Expenditures and accounts charges. 
5. Cash balance at beginning and end 


of period. 


6. Details of any major repairs and 


extensions to mains or other facts 
pertinent to his duties in the 
conduct of his office. 


7. Number and class of customers connected. 


SECTION 6 - BOOKS OF ACCOUNTS: 


The Treasurer shall keep or cause to be kept, full and complete 


books of accounts separate and apart from and other records of the 
District showing in detail all monies received by him with dates and 
sources and all matters pertaining to his office in a clear and methodical 
manner. He shall also keep such other books as the Board of Trustees 
may from time to time direct. All such books, accounts, and papers 
pertaining to said office shall at all reasonable times be open to the 
inspection of the Board of Trustees, or any member thereof. 
SECTION 7 - PAY OVER MONEY-BANK DEPOSITS: 


The Treasurer shall, no later than 72 hours after the receipt thereof, 


deposit Into the properly authorized bank account of the Wolf-Mandel 
Sanitary District, all monies collected by him from any source what- 
soever, taking such bank's deposit ticket or receipt, in duplicate, there- 
fore, one of which receipts he shall file with the Clerk of the District with 
his monthly report. He is expressly prohibited from keeping the "monies 
of the District In his hands, or in the hands of any person or corporation 
to his use beyond the time which is hereby prescribed for the deposit of 
the same in the proper bank to the credit of the District, and any 
violation of this provision shall subject him to immediate removal from 
office. 
SECTION 8 - APPLICATIONS-CONNECTION, ETC.: 


(a) Any person or corporation desiring to make any connection with 


said sewerage system, or have the use thereof, shall first make appli- 
cation to said Clerk upon a blank form or forms furnished by said 
Sanitary District. Said application shall contain an agreement on the part 
of the applicant that all rules, regulations, conditions, and provisions of 
any ordinance relating to the sewerage system will be compiled with; 
that ail sewerage rates, assessments, and rents, and all fines and penal- 
ties assessed, charged or imposed against said applicant upon the proper- 
ty described in said applications will be paid. When the applicant here- 
undec has complied with all of the provision of the ordinances of the 
District, a permit shall then be Issued by the Clerk authorizing th« 
connection to be made and specifying the size thereof and material used. 


(b) No building sewer shall be laid out or used to serve two or more 


distinct premises or buildings without written permit of the Trustees and 
a permit fee shall be obtained for each premise served. 
SECTION 9 - ACCESS TO PREMISES: 


The Trustees and every person authorized by them and all inspectors 


shall have ready access to the premises, place or buildings served by 
said sewerage system and it shall be unlawful for any person or corpo- 
ration to interfere with, prevent or obstruct said Trustees or such other 
person or inspector in his work hereunder. Every user of said sewerage 
system shall use the same upon the conditions prescribed in this Ordi- 
nance. 
SECTION 10 - NON.RESIDENTS: 


All users of the sewerage system of Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District 


must annex the property to the said District before permission may b« 
given to use said system. 
SECTION 11 - PROHIBITION ON PRIVATE SEWERS: 


(a) No person, firm, association, corporation or partnership having 


its residence or place of business within the territorial limits of the Wolf- 
Mandel Sanitary District shall be permitted to dispose of sewerage of 
such residence or place of business located In the District otherwise than 
through the sewer mains of the District whenever the sewer mains of the 
sewerage system of said District are adjacent to its property without th« 
written permission of the Board of Trustees. 


(b) Any person, firm, association, corporation or partnership violat- 


ing this section shall be fined not less than five ($5.00) dollars, nor more 
than two hundred ($200.00) dollars and each day of violation shall be 
deemed as a separate violation of this ordinance. 
SECTION 12-PERMIT REQUIRED: 


No person, firm, association, corporation or partnership shall instill 


or repair any sanitary building sewer without first obtaining a written 
permit for such work from the Clerk of the District. 
SECTION IS - PERMIT FEES: 


The fees to be charged for a permit tap or otherwise make a con- 


nection with any sewer main shall be determined in such manners and 
amounts as shall be prescribed by ordinance adopted by the Board ot 
Trustees from time to time. 
SECTION 14-SEWEB CONNECTIONS: 


Whenever any permit for a connection with the sewer mains of the 


Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District is issued hereunder, only duly approved 
plumbers or sewer contractors shall tap the sewer main of said system 
where such connection Is to be made. 
SECTION 15 - SEWER CONSTRUCTION: 


Any sewer within the building and for a point five feet (5') outside of 


the foundation of the building shall be constructed of cast iron pipe. 
From a point five feet (5') outside of the foundation to a connection with 
the main sewer of the Wolf-Mandel Sanitary District, vitrified clay tile 
with A.S.T.M. C-425 joints (Amvet or equal) may be used. Whenever the 
excavation for this sewer connection is made on unstable ground, cast 
Iron pipe shall be used for the entire length of the unstable ground. 
SECTION 16-INSPECTION AND APPROVAL 


OF SERVICE PIPES: 
All sewer pipes and connections shall be inspected and approved bv 


the person or persons duly authorized by the Board of Trustees and no 
such pipes shall be covered until they have been so inspected.

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SBA Clears Way For Federal Flood-Damage Loans 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term bans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 
should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 


"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 
per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 


accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


U. S. REP. Roman Pucinski, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 
, 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas' Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 
Library remains closed after water in 


the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
Hooding.

Storm Damage Estimates Vary 


Damage sustained in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage as a result of Friday's storm has 
been estimated at from $1.629 to $1.789 
million, Village Mgr.

Adjusting junior high school attend- 


ance boundaries has become a serious 
problem for the special committee on at- 
tendance boundaries which reports to the 
Elk Grove Township Dist.

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Racing Fans Head For Sportsman's To Get Even 
Winners Count Their Money While The Losers Yell 'Deal9

Well, that's all for this year. Hope it's 


better next year. 


Arlington Park Race Track closed its 


45th season of thoroughbred racing Mon- 
day, and the consensus of track fans is 
that the park "Just ain't what it used to 
be." 


"It's been a lousy meet, and thev have 


lousy races and lousy jockeys. The whole 
place is a mess inside and outside," ob- 
served Ferdinand Weidner. Palatine, 
who said he goes to the races about once 
a week during the season. 


Weidner pointed to the worn carpeting 


in the grandstand, betting tickets scat- 
tered over it loke so much confetti. 


"This used to be a beautiful track." 


Weidner said. "But now it's nothing but 
dust and dirt. If you want to throw your 
tickets into a trash barrel, you can't find 
one." 


WEIDNER HAD gripes other than the 


cleanliness of the track and stands as 
well. He doesn't like the parking condi- 
tions for one thing. He said if he comes 
late, he can't find a place to park. And if 
he wants to leave early, he's blocked in 
by other cars. 


And if he's thirsty, Weidner claims wa- 


ter is virtually unavailable. Sure, there 
are water fountains, "but they don't 
work. What water comes out of them is 
full of rust." 


As an example of how the track has 


deteriorated, Weidner shoved his pro- 
gram over for inspection. He said he 
hadn't seen a full card all season, and

"PROBABLY," he says. "If you win, I 


guess you can overlook (the problems)." 


Other patrons at season's end saw 


things much as Weidner did. 


"I come to the track every day, and I 


can definitely see that the place has been 
going downhill — and the horses ain't too 
much either," complained Bill Goers, a 
retired man from Chicago. 


"Everybody senses that the track is 


going downhill, added Larry Morley, 
another retired man who visits Arlington 
Park daily. Morley is from Rockford, but 
meets Goers at the track to sit in their 
favorite spot inside the clubhouse, watch- 
ing the races on closed-circuit television. 


As with Weidner, Goers and Morley 


complained most about the cleanliness of 
the track and grandstand. Goers com- 
mented that at tracks in Florida, ""you 
can eat off the floor in the men's room, 
that's how clean they are." But such is 
not the case at Arlington Park, they 
sighed. Not anymore. 


OTHER TRACK fans, not as ready to 


reveal their names as were the retired 
men, ("My wife would kill me if she 
knew I was here," said one) were just as 
quick to point out faults of the track. The 
complaints most voiced were that chil- 
dren should be banned from the track 
and that the horses and jockeys aren't 
what they are out east — or out west, 
depending on who you talk to. 


Some people overlooked the problems 


at the track. Like the woman from Wis- 
consin, who had just won $75 in the daily 
double. Or the man from Kenosha, who 
was "just glad to get out of the house." 


But the patrons who were happy with 


the track all said that they seldom attend 
the races. It'was the perennial track- 
goers who said they wish Arlington Park 
would be its old self again. 


"So what else is new," signed Tom 


Rivera, Arlington Park's public relations 
representative, when confronted with the 
complaints. Rivera has heard it all be- 
fore. 


BUT THEN THIS has not been the best 


season for Arlington Park. Of the 77 rac- 
ing days this season, 22 of them saw rain 
during the races. "And it looked like rain 
on a lot more," Rivera said. 


Add to those rainy days three weeks of 


construction on the Illinois Tollway and 
the abolition of gimmick betting by the 
Illinois Racing Commission, and it all 
adds up to problems for Arlington Park. 
Rivera said these factors have led to a 14 
per cent drop in attendance this year 
over last and a seven per cent drop in 
betting. 


But then that's all history. Arlington 


Park has 'closed its doors to thorough- 
bred racing for this season, and the 
trumpet has sounded post time at Sports- 
man's Park today. 


THE THUNDER OF thoroughbreds at Arlington 
Park Racei Track ended Monday for the 1972'sea- 
son. But the thunder of irate track fans was almost 


as loud as the hoofs on the track Monday. They 
say that the track isn't what it used to be, com- 
menting there is as much dirt in the stands as on 


the track. Most confessed that they will be back 
next year, however.

Flood 'damage, estimated as high as 


$50,000, may delay the opening of the 
new Schaumburg Township Public Li- 
brary wing until January, 1973. 


The lower level of the new'facility, to 


have opened this week, was flooded with 
six feet of water late Friday. 


Michael Madden, librarian, said min- 


utes before the library closed Friday 
evening the creek bordering the back of 
the library site crested pouring water 
into the new wing. The original section of 
the library stayed dry throughout the 
flood. Sump pumps in the older section 
kept water out, he added. 


Electrical transformers in the building 


and outside went out of service, said 
Madden, when water covered mechanical 
equipment in the new wing. Sump pumps 
in that section went out with the trans- 
formers. 


HOWEVER, THE older wing utilizing 


separate electrical and heating units was 
operable. 


The upper floor of the new wing had 


been carpeted earlier in the day and was 
filled with furniture, book stacks and vol- 
umes that were to be moved to the lower 
level Monday. All were spared. 


"Thankfully the flood waters found an 


empty area workers had cleared in prep- 
aration for laying the carpeting Mon- 
day," said Madden. 


Madden, the library staff on duty that' 


night, building contractor and architects 
stayed in the building throughout the 
flood. Madden described the area as one 
big lake. Residents living on the creek 
property said this was the first time the 
creek, a tributary of Salt Creek had ever 
flooded. 


Madden said the building's structure is 


sound and the only damage is to mechan- 
ical fixtures such as the boilers, air con- 
ditioning and electrical equipment. 


"Damage could be $30,000 to $50,000, 


but until the equipment is dried, cleaned 
and tested the figure is just guess work," 
said Madden. 


IT IS ALSO possible the library-may 


open sooner. First inspections of the area 
after the water receded showed scant silt 
and mud deposits on the floors. "We 
hope this means the equipment will not 
have to be replaced," added Madden. 


Madden said equipment replacement 


could cause the delay in opening, since it 
must be built to order and the job takes 
six weeks. 


The library is open and the staff is con- 


ducting business as usual in the older 
section.

Fired Teacher Takes Stand In Own Defense 


Testifying in his own behalf, teacher 


John D. Fender said he believed in cor- 
poral punishment (striking students) 
when there are "violent altercations in 
class, like fights, or when students are 
disrespectful or abrasive to other teach- 
ers or adults.'' 


Fender's testimony came near the end 


of a five-day Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
school board hearing, Monday and the 
board expects to file a written decision in 
about a week. Fender, a 14-year teacher, 
was fired by the board on charges of 
"continued cruelty and violence in his 
relationships with students," 


Fender's testimony came into direct 


conflict with some testimony already giv- 
en in the case. 


While Linda Calvert, 12, a student of 


tender, said he hit her "12 or 13 times .. 
without warning," Fender said he hit 


her four times, with ample warning. 


"I had talked to her several times 


about her disruptive behavior in class," 
Fender said. "On the day of the incident 
I put her on notice and I said I would 
accept no more nonsense. When I re- 
turned to my desk she continued to talk, 
so I walked over and punished her." 


Miss Calvert said she had been asking 


a neighbor for a pencil when-Fender hit 
her without provocation. 


MARY S. STEARNS, who had substi- 


tute taught in Fender's class prior to the 
alleged beating, testified that Miss Cal- 
vert had been such a disruptive influence 
on the class when she taught it that she 
left Fender a note to tell him about the 
disruption. 


Fender admitted to hitting three other 


students, not Viore than twice each, and 
never with "adult force," in situations 


where he felt the action was necessary. 


In one case, he admits to having hit 


the wrong student for "yodeling" in 
class. 


"After I found out I had hit the wrong 


student I said I had made a mistake and 
was sorry," Fender said. 


Fender also said that while Robert 


Basofin, assistant principal at Miner Ju- 
nior High School, had discussed corporal 
punishment with him, he never was told 
not to use corporal punishment. 


"Corporal punishment is not forbidden 


in this school district," said Donald Ve- 
verka, Fender's attorney. "John Fender 
exercised his discretion in using corporal 
punishment, and he can't be dismissed 
for that." 


FENDER'S 
ATTORNEYS 
attacked 


Basofin, a primary witness for 'jhe school 
district since he was Fender's immediate 


superior, for using the same type of cor- 
poral punishment Fender is accused of 
using. 


Geraldine Ciffone, a teacher at Miner 


Junior High, testified that Basofin had, 
on two occasions "screamed in the 
faces" and "hit the neck, shoulder and 
back" of students. 


Early in the 1970-71' school year, Miss 


Ciffone said Basofin grabbed a female 
student by the hair as she was discussing 
a discipline problem with the student. 


"He (Basofin) screamed in her face, 


hit her at the base of her neck and in the 
back, then slapped her across the side of 
the face," Miss Ciffone said. "He yelled 
at her ... 
then let her go with a jerk, 


and she ran out of school crying." 


Basofin said, during testimony last 


week, that he had never hit a student in 
the face. 


ALSO TESTIFYING for the defense 


was Kay Loubet, a retired school teach- 
er, who taught at Miner Junior High dur- 
ing most of the 1971-72 school year, after 
teaching at the grade school level in the 
district for 12 years. 


"The number of troublemakers was 


overwhelming. I was shocked by the 
amount of lying and stealing going on," 
she said. "There were tunes when there 
were up to 10 troublemakers in one class. 
I was a babysitter, watching equipment 
and making sure the students didn't hurt 
each other." 


In his concluding statement, Ralph 


Miller, attorney for the school district, 
said "there is no denial of any of the 
incidents, and the school board will have 
to examine the conflicting evidence to 
determine whether it excuses Fender's 
conduct."

THE IDEA THAT students could be 


allowed options as to which school they 
attend was raised Monday by Arthur 
Aronson, a long-time advocate of open 
enrollment in the district.

IN RELATED ACTION, the board was 


presented with four alternative proposals 
for boundaries for Buffalo Grove High 
School, which is scheduled to open in 
September, 1973. In all four alternatives, 
Buffalo Grove would have no senior class 
during its first year of operation.

priority, are:

3. The same boundaries as Alternative 


One, except students in the Ivy Hill Kle- 
in en t a r y School area in Arlington 
Heights would continue to attend Hersey 
instead of going to Buffalo Grove. 


4. Same boundaries as Alternative 


Two, except with Ivy Hill area attending 
Hersey is in Alternative Three. 


Under none of the alternatives would 


any students from the village of Wheel- 
ing attend Buffalo Grove High School. 


IN ADDITION, administrators said the 


biggest problem in drawing boundaries 
for the new school is the fact that Hersey 
High School, which is now overloaded, 
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would continue to be overloaded under 
alternatives three and four. 


To overcome the crowding at Hersey, 


the committee planning the boundaries, 
offered the board two alternatives in- 
volving that school. In one proposal, stu- 
dents south of Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospect who are now attending Hersey 
would be transferred to Prospect High 
School. 


In the other proposal, students from 


Elementary Dist. 21 south of Palatine 
Road in Prospect Heights would be 
moved from Hersey to Wheeling.

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SB A Clears Way For Federal Flood-Damage Loans 


by BARRY S1GALE 


Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator 
Thomas Kleppe, means 


that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 
should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 


"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the ban 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 
per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an itemized/ 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 


accuracy of the claims with, the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment, is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


U. S. REP. Roman Pucinski, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more 
governmental 


agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 
Library remains closed after water in 


the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
flooding.

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Special Meeting Sept. 7 
Trustees To View Changes

Proposed plans for amending Wheel- 


ing's flood control program will be pre- 
sented at a special meeting of the village 
board Sept. 7.

Engineering, the Wheeling Park District 
and the Metropolitan Sanitary District to 
attend the special meeting. 


Trustee Michael Valenza said the 


board had been trying to get all of these 
people together for a long time. "Per- 
haps we'll have our confrontation sooner 
than we expected," he said. 


HEIN BRIEFLY outlined some of the 


board's ideas for expanding Wheeling's 
flood control plan. He said the program 
might include enlarging the Heritage 
Park retention basin system, making 
these basins part of a pressurized sys- 
tem, deepening the Wheeling drainage 
ditch and laying new drainage pipes. 


Calling the project a comprehensive 


plan, Hein stressed the idea that the 
board's new proposals would be designed 
to take into account the entire village. 


"Every area in town has its own spe- 


cial problems, and when we concentrate 
on one area we may push the problem 
into another area," he said. "That is why 
we're doing it as a total program." 


VALENZA SAID the new proposals 


would be designed to try to solve prob- 
lems inherited 
from developers who 


came to Wheeling before the flood plain 
ordinance was enacted in 1964. "We're 
trying to back up for all the development 
done prior to 1964," he said. 


According to Village Mgr. George Pas- 


solt, all of the modifications of flood con- 
trols would be financed with money from 
the $725,000 bond issue passed in 1968. 
"At the moment it is not anticipated that 
there will be any added cost to the tax- 
payer," he said. 


Thomas Koop, a representative of the 


Dunhurst group, requested a copy of the 
flood plain map and ordinance to prepare 
for next Thursday's meeting. Members 
of the board said a copy of the proposed 
plans, as well as copies of the map and 
ordinance, would be available Tuesday. 


Will Students Choose High Schools? 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The High School Dist. 214 board of edu- 


cation has decided to take a look at the 
possibility of allowing students to choose 
their schools in some or all of the dis- 
trict. 


The board decided Monday to in- 


vestigate what problems may arise if it 
allows students options on which school 
they may attend ~ this while discussing 
possible boundaries for Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


The district administration will bring 


back suggestions for allowing students 
options at a meeting to be held sometime 
in mid-September. At the same meeting, 
the board also will hear opinions from 
residents in areas affected by the pro- 
posed boundary changes for 
Buffalo 


Grove High School. 


The date for the meeting will be set at 


the next Dist. 214 board meeting, Sept. 
11. 


THE IDEA THAT students could be 


allowed options as to which school they 


attend was raised Monday by Arthur 
Aronson, a long-time advocate of open 
enrollment in the district. 


"I would like to see some system that 


would give people in areas that aren't 
close to any school a choice of where 
they want to go," he said. "Ideally I'd 
like all the students to have free choice, 
but if we can't do that, maybe we can 
give some options." 


Aronson speculated that students living 


closest to a school could be given first 
choice of whether to attend it, and other 
students living in other parts of the dis- 
trict could decide to transfer into a 
school as long as there still was room in 
the building. 


"We'd have to have some rules on ath- 


letics to keep coaches from recruiting," 
board member Richard Bachhuber said, 
"but I think we can look at something 
like that." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert agreed to try to 


formulate some kind of preliminary plan 
on how options could be allowed for stu- 


dents. "Maybe I'll be the first to back 
away from the idea when I see it on pa- 
per," Aronson said, "but I'll be glad to 
see it." 


IN RELATED ACTION, the board was 


presented with four alternative proposals 
for boundaries for Buffalo Grove High 
School, which is scheduled to open in 
September, 1973. In all four alternatives, 
Buffalo Grove would have no senior class 
during its first year of operation. 


The four alternatives, in no order of 


priority, are: 


1. All students now in Cooper Junior 


High School in Buffalo Grove and those 
living north of Palatine Road an attend- 
ing Rand Junior High in Arlington 
Heights would attend Buffalo Grove 
High. 


2. The same as Alternative One with 


the addition of students from the Dun-Lo 
Highlands and Buffalo Highlands in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township and of

Construction on Irving school is being 


delayed, according to school officials, be- 
cause Miller Builders Inc. is not coopera- 
ting in clearing the site of dirt left from 
the construction of the Mill Creek subdi- 
vision. 


Charles Allenson.of Miller Builers re- 


portedly told school officials and officials 
from the Village of Buffalo Grove that 
the excess dirt would be moved by today. 


According to John Barger, Assistant

done. I sent Mr. Allenson a letter con- 
firming his verbal agreement and have 
not heard or been able to contact him 
since." 


Barger added that if the dirt was not 


cleared by today, construction would fan 
behind and would delay the opening of 
the Irving school. Dist. 21 has been seek- 
ing removal of the excess dirt for several 
months. 


Barger also said the district is only 


asking for an area to be cleared that 
would allow construction of the school 
and necessary construction equipment to 
be put on the site. "We only want the 
working area cleared at this time," he 
said. 


Chester Moskal, also of Miller Build- 


ers, said yesterday the reason the dirt 
has not been moved is because of the un- 
usual amount of rain that has fallen this 
summer.

"We are working to get the dirt re- 


moved and, as it states in our written 
agreement with the village of Buffalo 
Grove, we will do so as soon as pos- 
sible," said Moskal.

The Wheeling Village Board passed a 


$606,000 tax levy Monday night that will 
provide approximately 20 per cent of vil- 
lage appropriations for the coming year. 


The levy, which determines the taxes 


residents pay to the village, is 9 per cent 
higher than last year's levy. Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said, however, that this 
increase would not necessarily mean an 
individual's taxes will be higher. 


Passolt said the assessed valuation of 


the village is expected to increase 7 to 10 
per cent this year because of new build- 
ing in the village. This increase would 
mean that individual taxes would in- 
crease only slightly, he said. 


PASSOLT SAID there is a slight possi- 


bility that village taxes may even go 
down if the assessed valuation is high 
enough. In any event, he expects the in- 
crease to be well below the presidential 
guideline of 5.5 per cent. 


The tax levy must be filed with the 


county clerk by the second week in Sep- 
tember to be valid for tax payments due 
m May. 


In other action, the board voted to 


deny a zoning request which would allow 
developer Thomas J. Origer to build a 
condominium complex in the Chamber of 
Commerce Park area. The board voted 
against the zoning change because the 
drainage from the development might 
aggravate flooding in the area. 


Twelve residents from Deborah Lane 


were at the meeting to voice objections 
to the zoning change. According to these 
residents, any development in the area 
would cause retention basins that drain 
two housing complexes to overflow dur- 
ing heavy rains. 


The condominium complex would have 


been located south of First Street be- 
tween Milwaukee Avenue and Wolf Road. 
Estimated density for the project was 16 
people per acre in seven buildings of 18 
units each. 


The board told Origer representative 


Clyde Carlig that if the zoning was ap- 
proved, his company •• would probably 
have to eliminate some proposed build- 
ings for a retention basin. "You may 
need a two-acre pond," Trustee Michael 
Valenza said. "That would cut your den- 
sity by 32 units." 


Trustee Edward Berger added, "As 


you mentioned, Mr. Carlig, your timing 
is very bad." 


The board also voted to set certain lim- 


itations on a proposed ordinance that 
would provide non-profit organizations 
with special business licenses for carniv- 
als and other fund-raisers. 


TRUSTEE ALBERT Lang suggested 


the village charge a $5 fee for each busi- 
ness license issued to non-profit organi- 
zations. He asked the organizations pro- 
vide the village with their state charters 
to prove that they are non-profit. The 
board also approved Lang's suggested 
60-day limit for the total length of time 
an organization could sponsor fund-rais- 
ing events under the reduced-rate li- 
cense. 


Previously, i organizations 
sponsoring 


fund-raising events were charged $40 for 
a temporary business license. 


In other action, Trustee Edward Ber- 


ger directed the public works depart- 
ment to investigate village easements in 
the Meadowbrook West area along Nan- 
cy Lane. Berger said the village is trying 
to find another route in and out of the 
area so residents will not 
become 


trapped everytime it floods 


At present, the only way in and out of 


Meadowbrook West is along Jeffery Ave- 
nue, which crosses the Wheeling Dram- 
age Ditch. Berger said if the village does 
have easements along Nancy Lane, the 
public works should get a cost estimate 
on extending the street south to Shepard 
Avenue. 


THE TRUSTEES directed the village 


attorney to draw up the necessary pa- 
pers for a zoning charge at 745 
McHenry Rd. The change would allow 
for the continued operation of the Raupp 
Disposal Service. 


The board approved the annexation of 


land owned by Wheeling Nurseries, 642 S. 
Milwaukee Ave. The trustees also ac- 
cepted the public dedication of the west 
170 feet of Shepard Avenue.

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Track Closes Amid Fans' Complaints On Facilities

Well, that's all for this year. Hope it's 


better next year. 


Arlington Park Race Track closed its 


45th season of thoroughbred racing MOD- 
day, and the consensus of track fans is 
that the park "just ain't what it used to 
be." 


"It's been a lousy meet, and they have 


lousy races and lousy jockeys. The whole 
place is a mess inside and outside," ob- 
served Ferdinand Weidner, Palatine, 
who said he goes to the races about once 
a week during the season. 


Weidner pointed to the worn carpeting 


In the grandstand, betting tickets scat- 
tered over it loke so much confetti. 


"This used to be a beautiful track," 


Weidner said. "But now it's nothing but 
dust and dirt. If you want to throw your 
tickets into a trash barrel, you can't find 
one." 


WEIDNER HAD gripes other than the 


cleanliness of the track and stands as 
well. He doesn't like the parking condi- 
tions for one thing. He said if he comes 
late, he can't find a place to park. And if 
he wants to leave early, he's blocked in 
by other cars. 


And If he's thirsty, Weidner claims wa- 


ter Is virtually unavailable. Sure, there 


are water fountains, "but they don't 
work. What water comes out of them is 
full of rust." 


As an example of how the track has 


deteriorated, Weidner shoved his pro- 
gram over for inspection. He said he 
hadn't seen a full card all season, and 
the last day was no exception. 


With all these complaints, will Weidner 


be back next season? 


"PROBABLY," he says. "If you win, I 


guess you can overlook (the problems)." 


Other patrons at season's end saw 


things much as Weidner did. 


"I come to the track every day, and I 


can definitely see that the place has been 
going downhill — and the horses ain't too 
much either," complained Bill Goers, a 
retired man from Chicago. 


"Everybody senses that the track is 


going downhill, added Larry Morley, 
another retired man who visits Arlington 
Park dally. Morley is from Rockford, but 
meets Goers at the track to sit in their 
favorite spot inside the clubhouse, watch- 
ing the races on closed-circuit television. 


As with Weidner, Goers and Morley 


complained most about the cleanliness of 
the track and grandstand. Goers com- 
mented that at tracks in Florida, ""you 
can eat off the floor in the men's room, 


that's how clean they are." But such is 
not the case at Arlington Park, they 
sighed. Not anymore. 


OTHER TRACK fans, not as ready to 


reveal their names as were the retired 
men, ("My wife would kill me if she 
knew I was here," said one) were just as 
quick to point out faults of the track. The 
complaints most voiced were that chil- 
dren should be banned from the track 
and that the horses and jockeys aren't 
what they are out east — or out west, 
depending on who you talk to. 


Some people overlooked the problems 


at the track. Like the woman from Wis- 
consin, who had, just won $75 in the daily 
double. Or the man from Kenosha, who 
was "just glad to get out of the house." 


But the patrons who were happy with 


the track all said that they seldom attend 
the races. It was the perennial track- 
goers who said they wish Arlington Park 
would be its old self again. 


"So what else is new," signed Tom 


Rivera, Arlington Park's public relations 
representative, when confronted with the 
complaints. Rivera has heard it all be- 
fore. 


BUT THEN THIS has not been the best 


season for Arlington Park. Of the 77 rac- 


ing days this season, 22 of them saw rain 
during the races. "And it looked like rain 
on a tot more," Rivera said. 


Add to those rainy days three weeks of 


construction on the Illinois Tollway and 
the abolition of gimmick betting by the 
Illinois Racing Commission, and it all 
adds up to problems for Arlington Park. 
Rivera said these factors have led to a 14 
per cent drop in attendance this year 
over last and a seven per cent drop in 
betting. 


But then that's all history. Arlington 


Park has closed its doors to thorough- 
bred racing for this season, and the 
trumpet has sounded post time at Sports- 
man's Park today.

SBA Clears Way For Federa I Flood-Damage Loans

Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies, 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 
should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 


"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 
per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower.

Approval Of Tax Levy To Hike Taxes 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board Mon- 


day night adopted a tax levy ordinance 
that will increase village property taxes 
by about 2 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 


The new rate will be slightly more 


than 60 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
Last year's rate was slightly more than 
38 cents. 


Residents will feel the effects of the 


hike when tax bills are mailed next 
spring. 


In estimating the 1972-73 tax rate, Vil- 


lage Mgr. Dan Larson said it was based 
on a total assessed valuation of $57 mil- 
lion for all property in the village. Last 
year's total was $55 million. 


Larson said residents whose homes are 


assessed at $8,000 (an average for the 
village), for example, will pay about $48 
to the village in taxes next spring. 


THE VILLAGE levy is broken down 


into 10 separate levies. The highest is the 
corporate levy of nearly 27 cents per $100 
assessed valuation.

damage was available. The city's west- 
ern edge was most affected by flooding 
and residents are still cleaning up the 
area.

It Depends On Federal Revenue Sharing OK 
Taxes Going Up In '73 — 
But Year After Looks Better 


Municipal taxes will definitely go up 


next year, but they may be lowered the 
following year if federal revenue sharing 
is approved. 


Palatine village trustees this week for- 


mally adopted a tax levy ordinance set- 
ting the municipal tax level at 69Mt cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


This means the owner of properly as- 


sessed at $10,000 for tax purposes would 
pay $69.54 in village taxes. The same 
property would have been taxed $56.76 
this year. 


Trustee Wendell E. Jones suggested 


the village board maintain the present 
taxing level next year in anticipation of 


approval of the federal revenue sharing 
program. 


Revenue sharing would produce an es- 


timated $416,556 for Palatine. 


Other trustees, however, said there is 


no certainty that the Senate would ap- 
prove the revenue sharing bill. It has 
been passed by the House and endorsed 
by the Nixon administration. 


MAYOR Jack Moodie said that for the 


trustees to approve a tax levy that would 
not of itself generate enough funds to 
meet the village's budgetary needs would 
be "probably a little irresponsible." 


Trustee Clayton W. Brown said he felt 


it is "dangerous to anticipate the federal 
government." 


He added that if revenue sharing funds 


become available,, they could be used for 
some items that were not included in the 
current budget because of a lack of 
funds, such as street repaving. 


Other trustees agreed that the 1974 tax 


levy could be lowered if revenue sharing 
is approved. 


Discussion of the bill is expected next 


week in the U. S, Senate, but the trustees 
had to enact the local tax levy ordinance 
before Sept. 1, so they could not await 
the outcome of the Senate vote. 


Jones cast the' lone dissenting vote 


when the increased 
tax levy was 


adopted. 


Mothers Seek To Stay In Hospital 


A hospital stay can be a terrifying ex- 


perience for a young child. 


In many cases it's the first time the 


child has been away from the familiar 
setting of his home and parents and the 
adjustment is a difficult one. 


A group of area mothers think the hos- 


pital stay would be accepted more read- 
ily by the child if his mother were 
allowed to stay with him. 


A petition drive has been organized by 


two Palatine mothers to request North- 
west Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights "to allow mothers to remain 
with children under 6 on a 24-hour basis 
during the child's stay with the doctor's 
approval." 


The petitions are being circulated in all 


communities served by Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital and will be presented to 
the hospital's administration when there 
are a significant number of signatures. 


A LETTER has been sent to Malcolm 


Macoun. director of the Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital, informing him of the 
petition drive and seeking his reaction to 
the proposal. The letter has been re- 
ceived by the hospital but Macoun is on 


vacation until Sept. 6. 


Mrs. Catherine Jacobs and Mrs. Bever- 


ly Newell, the two mothers who started 
the petitions, have been discussing the 
concept of mothers staying with children 
in the hospital for several months but the 
petition drive just started last week. No 
specific incident preceded the mothers' 
concern, 


"No one likes to think of their child 


becoming ill, but we all realize it can 
happen and we don't want to have to 
fight the hospitals then," said Mrs. Ja- 
cobs. 


"We feel it is essential when the child 


is sick and going into-a new situation and 
unfamiliar surroundings to have the 
mother present," said Mrs. Jacobs. "The 
child needs the support of his mother's 
presence. Rather than have the mother 
taken away when the child is under 
stress we would like to have the mother 
made an integral part of the hospital 
stay. The child can take anything at that 
age if the mother is present." 


According to Mrs. Jacobs, many doc- 


tors and child psychologists concur with 
her beliefs and feel it is essential to the 


emotional well-being of the child to have 
the mother present at all times during 
hospital stays. 


NORTHWEST 
Community 
Hospital 


currently has a flexible policy. Mothers 
are allowed to visit their children during 
the hospital's regular visiting hours from 
12 to 8 p.m. and in some cases mothers 
are allowed to remain with the child, 
though this usually is discouraged. 


The hospital does not allow children to 


see their parents on the morning prior to 
surgery. A spokesman for the hospital 
said this is because the children see the 
distress in their parents' faces and they 
in turn become distressed. 


"If all mothers were ideal as all moth- 


ers think they are ... 
it would be a 


great system," said Jack Ryon, director 
of public relations at the hospital. "How- 
ever, mothers vary from good to not so 
good." 


At the present time the mothers are 


concentrating their attention on North- 
west Community Hospital, but if their pe- 
tition drive is successful and enough in- 
terest is displayed they plan to contact 
other area hospitals.

The Village of Palatine will be taken to 


court to justify its denial of commercial 
zoning for six lots in the North View sub- 
division. 


Thomas C Kearns, attorney for prop- 


erty owner Edward T. Burley, said Mon- 
day night he will file a lawsuit next week 
asking that the village be ordered to re- 
zone the lots at the northeast corner of 
Northwest Highway and Benton Street. 


Kearns' comment came after he with- 


drew a petition to obtain multi-family 
zoning of the property, which is currently 
zoned as a single-family residential dis- 
trict. 


About 20 residents of North View at- 


tended the Monday night meeting. Resi- 
dents have vigorously opposed plans to 
develop the Burley property, preferring 
instead single-family homes on the site. 


BURLEY originally had sought com- 


mercial zoning of the property, but the 


Operation Nutrition Will 
Continue In NW Suburbs 


Public pressure has resulted in an 


agreement to continue the Operation Nu- 
trition program in Cook County for an- 
other year. 


Due to public pressure, especially from 


this, area, funds for Operation Nutrition 
will be relesed for September and there 
is also a verbal agreement to fund the 
program for another year, said Mrs. Ka- 
ren Stanley, director of the Northwest 
Opportunity Center. 


Operation Nutrition is a supplemental 


food program aimed at meeting the nu- 
trition needs of the poor in suburban 
Cook County. Locally the program is ad- 
ministered by the Northwest Opportunity 
Center in Rolling Meadows and serves 
300 families in the Northwest suburbs. 


Operation Nutrition was threatened 


with suspension or discontinuation next 
month because funds for the program 
were being withheld. Congress had ap- 
propriated the funds but they were being 
withheld until the regional Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity submitted a proposal 
for their use. 


THE PROPOSAL was not expected to 


be ready until October and reactivation 
of the program was expected to take an- 
other month. This would have meant a 
two-month suspension of the program. 


The only problem now is the program 


is being funded as a much lower level 
than last year. 


Last year Cook County received $20,000 


a month to operate the program but this 
year the funding is being slashed to

measures. In approving the revised ordi- 
nance this week, Palatine trustees re- 
jected other restrictive proposals, in- 
cluding one suggestion that sales by ven- 
dors be prohibited altogether in the vil- 
lage.

more sympathetic to a property owner 
than to other persons who live or work in 
the vicinity of the property in question. 


SOME OF THE trustees felt multi-fam- 


ily units would be more desirable than 
commercial development on the six lots, 
but Kearns' withdrawal of the multi-fam- 
ily petition prevented the matter from 
coming to a vote. 


It was understood that the petition for 


multi-family zoning would have been de- 
nied had there been a vote. 


Kearns said he was uncertain what 


Burley would build on the property if the 
court agreed to grant commercial zon- 
ing. 


Burley's original plans called for an of- 


fice and small shopping center complex 
on the six lots.

FOR THIS ONE evening, London Parris 


of Memphis, Tenn., bass singer of ex- 
traordinary mien would bring his gospel 
sound to Rolling Meadows. 


He is a tall man, very thin and with a 


truely remarkable bass voice. It is low 
even in casual conversation and when he 
reaches down in a song, the voice comes 
down off the stage like a blanket of cold 
air 


Parris is dressed in a burgundy suit 


with red tie and flowered shirt as are the 
Apostles — the three men who form the 
quartet and the accompanying musi- 
cians 


Before the performance the Apostles 


stand by the souvenir and record stand 
the group brings with them London Par- 
ris is greeting the incoming congrega- 
tion He knows many of these people for 
many have heard him sing before and 
have traveled to listen to his music. 


Parris greets them as friends. He has 


the characteristic handshake of the ear- 
nest preacher, his hand clasp is firm and

he pulls you toward him as if the gesture 
bore a significance beyond just a greet- 
ing 


Gospel is a mixture of religion and 


show business and it is hard for a strang- 
er to tell where one begins and another 
leaves off 
London Parris and the 


Apostles are bringing something into this 
church tonight, it is either a religious 
message or a business enterprise. Advo- 
cates of the gospel sound will say one 
thing, skeptics another until the question 
of whether this evening is a religious ex- 
perience or a night's entertainment is 
clouded. 


THE BEST ANSWER is to be found in 


the congregation — or audience — of 


the Rolling Meadows Baptist Church. 
The men and women here like the music. 
They believe its message is more than 
casual melodies. 


So, too, for the men who sing it. Dave 


Saxton, a mild and pleasant native of 
Meadville, Pa., sings tenor for the 
Apostles. He says he enjoys his work, 
even if he does travel 12 months of the 
year. 


Saxton described gospel music as a 


class of music which has variations. 
There is Blue Grass; Southern Congrega- 
tion which has a lot of hand-clapping and 
audience participation, and Uptown, the 
style of gospel which originated in the 
'40's and which is less harsh to the unac- 
customed ear. 


Saxton said Parris and the Apostles do 


all the variations but mainly rely on 
middle of the road gospel, smooth and 
easy with a lot of old favorites thrown in. 


"He Touched Me," is a song like that. 


The group did it as their second number 
followed by "I Don't Know Why (Jesus 
Touched Me)" and "Standing By The 
River " 


AS THEY SANG, London Parris and 


the Apostles began to reach the au- 
dience. Parris is a man who gestures as 
he sings and who tries to bring his au- 
diences to him. He winks and points to 
members of the audience; he tries, to in- 
volve them in the words of the song. His 
performance is a ministry three minutes 
long. He is preaching something, not only 
singing, and he accompanies his deep 
voice with the movements of a man ex- 
horting his congregation. 


Not everyone likes this kind of music. 


The Rev. Michael Green, Pastor of Roll- 
ing Meadows Baptist Church said later 
he thought the music was amplified too 
loud. The pastor said be did not object to 
this use of the church, however, and said 
he thought it was perfectly valid to allow 
people to express themselves this way 
in his church. The Rev. Mr. Green said 
the test to him was whether there was a 
sensual element to the music rather than 
the acceptable religious tone. 


The Rolling Meadows Baptist Church 


does not limit its music to gospel. It has 


hosted the Wheaton Glee Club and various 
folk groups. 


But on this one night, gospel and the 


people who enjoy it most filled the sanc- 
tuary. London Parris and the Apostles, 
red suited, voices straining, were singing 
"Turn The Radio On," a pop gospel num- 
ber. 


They were rolling with the music, 


sending it into the lofty room. 


It was the sound of the Bible and com 


belts, the sound of country fairs and hal- 
lelujahs, of small towns and banjos and 
tambourines. 


It was the sound of the gospel accord- 
ing to London Parris.

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SB A Clears Way For Federal Flood-Damage Loans 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
tow-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 


should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 
"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 


per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 
accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


U. S. REP. Roman Pucinski, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 


Library remains closed after water in 
the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
flooding. In addition, another estimated 
$8,000 in damages was done to the city's 
water control electrical equipment. 


Arlington Heights — Officials there 


gave an estimated damage figure of 


about $1.5 million, also calling it a "ball- 
park" figure. No breakdown of damage 
was reported. 


DBS PLAINES — No breakdown of 


damage was available. The city's west- 
ern edge was most affected by flooding 
and residents are still cleaning up the 
area. City officials said it cost less than 
$1,000 to clean up and restore the area. 


Hoffman Estates — Mayor Frederick 


Downey was contacted by the SBA but 
he could not estimate the damage. The 
mayor urged residents who sustained 
damage to notify Village Administrator 
George Longmeyer, who will relay the 
information to the SBA. 


Officials from Schaumburg, Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and Palatine have not 
been contacted by any governmental 
agencies and do not have an estimate of 
damages.

Operation Nutrition was threatened

Mothers 
are allowed to visit their children during 
the hospital's regular visiting hours from 
12 to 8 p.m. and in some cases mothers 
are allowed to remain with the child, 
though this usually is discouraged.

said this is because the children see the 


distress in their parents' faces and they 
in turn become distressed.

"The Old Rugged Cross" is still the 


favorite. 


It is a song that has been sung at thou- 


sands of camp meetings and in high 
cathedrals. It has been played on mouth 
organs at river bottom revival meetings 
and by full symphonic orchestras with 
hundred-voice choirs filling glorious tab- 
ernacles And last week it was sung 
again. "The Old Rugged Cross" was 
sung this time in the middle of the sub- 
urbs in Rolling Meadows Baptist Church. 


And here, too, it rolled over the au- 


dience Ulce an overflowing river touching 
each of them and, for a moment, bring- 
ing them home 


Gospel music is like that. It is different

FOR THIS ONE evening, London Parns 


of Memphis, Tenn, bass singer of ex- 
traordinary mien would bring his gospel 
sound to Rolling Meadows. 


He is a tall man, very thin and with a 


truoly remarkable bass voice. It is low 
even In casual conversation and when he 
reaches down in a song, the voice comes 
down off the stage like a blanket of cold 
air

THE BEST ANSWER is to be found in 


the congregation — or audience — of 


the Rolling Meadows Baptist Church. 
The men and women here like the music. 
They believe its message is more than 
casual melodies. 


So, too, for the men who sing it. Dave 


Saxton, a mild and pleasant native of 
Meadville, Pa., sings tenor for the 
Apostles. He says he enjoys his work, 
even if he does travel 12 months of the 
year 


Saxton described gospel music as a 


class of music which has variations. 
There is Blue Grass, Southern Congrega- 
tion which has a lot of hand-clapping and 
audience participation; and Uptown, the 
style of gospel which originated in the 
'40's and which is less harsh to the unac- 
customed ear 


Saxton said Parris and the Apostles do 


all the variations but mainly rely on 
middle of the road gospel, smooth and 
easy with a lot of old favorites thrown in. 


"He Touched Me," is a song like that. 


The group did it as their second number 
followed by "I Don't Know Why (Jesus 
Touched Me)" and "Standing By The 
River " 


AS THEY SANG, London Parris and 


the Apostles began to reach the au- 
dience. Parris is a man who gestures as 
he sings and who tries to bring his au- 
diences to him He winks and points to 
members of the audience; he tries to in- 
volve them in the words of the song. His 
performance is a ministry three minutes 
long. He is preaching something, not only 
singing, and he accompanies his deep 
voice with the movements of a man ex- 
horting his congregation. 


Not everyone likes this kind of music. 


The Rev Michael Green, Pastor of Roll- 
ing Meadows Baptist Church said later 
he thought the music was amplified too 
loud The pastor said he did not object to 
this use of the church, however, and said 
he thought it was perfectly valid to allow 
people to express themselves this way 
in his church. The Rev. Mr Green said 
the test to him was whether there was a 
sensual element to the music rather than 
the acceptable religious tone. 


The Rolling Meadows Baptist Church 


does not limit its music to gospel. It has

TO SETTLE the debate, the school 


board called in a consultant from the 
University of Illinois He said the wood 
was too moist when it was laid If the 
wood had been within the normal range 
of 6 to 8 per cent humidity, he said it 
could not have shrunk as much as it did 
last winter He guessed the moisture was 
between 9 and 14 per cent when the floor 
was laid. 


Based on the consultant's report, archi- 


tect Roger Smith said he does not feel 
the floor is filling as guaranteed. John 
Schmidt, representing the general con- 
tractor, said he would relay the archi- 
tect's recommendation to the subcon- 
tractor that laid the floor, adding, "you'll 
have to give this man his day in court" 
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The school board said it will wait to 


see if the floor shrinks again this winter 
before finalizing the order for a new 
floor. The architect recommended the 
floor in the girls' gym be replaced this 
December or January and the floor in 
the contest gym in March or April.

SBA Clears Way For Federal Flood-Damage Loans 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, tog-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loin applications. The offices 


should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
, bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 
"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more, than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 


per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 
accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


U. S. REP. Roman Pucinski, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 


Library remains closed after water in 
the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
flooding. In addition, another estimated 
$8,000 in damages was done to the city's 
water control electrical equipment. 


Arlington Heights — Officials there 


gave an estimated damage figure of 


about $1.5 million, also calling it a "ball- 
park" figure. No breakdown of damage 
was reported. 


DBS PLAINES — No breakdown of 


damage was available. The city's west- 
ern edge was most affected by flooding 
and residents are still cleaning up the 
area. City officials said it cost less than 
$1,000 to clean up and restore the area. 


Hoffman Estates — Mayor Frederick 


Downey was contacted by the SBA but 
he could not estimate the damage. The 
mayor urged residents who sustained 
damage to notify Village Administrator 
George Longmeyer, who will relay the 
information to the SBA. 


Officials from Schaumburg, Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and Palatine have not 
been contacted by any governmental 
agencies and do not have an estimate of 
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State's First Cadet Fireman 
Training Program To Begin 


The first cadet fireman training pro- 


gram in Illinois, which gives participants 
high school credit, will begin next week 
in Mount Prospect. 


The program, in which several Pros- 


pect High School students will receive 
training in various firefighting fields and 
paramedic techniques, is the result of co- 
operation between the village's fire de- 
partment and High School Dist. 214. 


The cadet program is the brainchild of 


Firefighter Leonard Kaiser, who has 
been working to get such a program for 
15 months. 


The boys, all juniors and seniors in 


high school, will spend three hours a day 
at the fire station and one hour a day in 
class to earn one credit per semester. 
This will be in addition to their regular 
class load, Kaiser said. 


ALFRED DEPETRIO, coordinator of

pect High said the boys will be graded 
both in his class and at the fire station. 
In class, he said, they will study the fire- 
men's manuals on such subjects as care 
of fire equipment, sprinkler systems, fire 


hose care, forced entry and first aid. 


The training at the fire station will be 


of a much more active nature. "They 
will learn every aspect of what we 
have," Kaiser said. This will include 
training on the ladder, rescues, pumping, 
truck work, first aid, scuba diving and 
inspection work. 


As for going on actual calls, Kaiser 


said that may come during each cadet's 
second year in the program. "I have to 
know their abilities first," he said. "I 
can tell you that they will never go into a 
burning building. I can't let them be- 
cause of their age." 


The age question is an important one. 


At present in Illinois, a person must be 
21 years old before he can join a fire 
department. Kaiser is attempting to have 
the state age lowered to 18 and to have 
participants in a cadet program given 
preference points on qualifying tests for 
firemen throughout the state. 


UNDER KAISER'S original proposal, 


the boys would have been paid "a min- 
imal salary based on the number of 
hours devoted to the program and on the 


need for (their) services." 


However, the village board, at budget 


time, cut out all funds for the cadet pro- 
gram. Both Kaiser and DePetrio said the 
boys were willing to work under the pro- 
gram even if they were not getting paid. 
"They are backing the program with 
their free work," Kaiser said. 


Kaiser added that he is attempting to 


get state funds for the program but he 
does not see them coming until the legal 
age is lowered. If they get funding, the 
program may be expanded to include 
summers also. 


Already signed up for the first semes- 


ter of the program are Donald Berger 715 
N. Wllle St., Mount Prospect; Patrick 
Caulfield, 219 N. Pine St., Mount Pros- 
pect; Larry Mace, 2401 E. Kensington, 
A r l i n g t o n Heights; Michael Barra 
(whose father Donald is a firefighter), 
417 N. Wille St., and Greg Bornhoeft, 503 
S. Hi-Lusi Ave., both of Mount Prospect. 
Another youth, Tony Geoulekas, 206 N. 
Kenilworth Ave, Mount Prospect, is in 
the process of signing up for the pro- 
gram. 


Eppley Is Taking Active Role In CAP 


Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley has be- 


gun his promised "more active role" in 
the Mount Prospect Community Action 
Plan (CAP). 


As one of his first steps he met last 


week with Jackie Kruse, social therapist 
in charge of the ICE House Counseling 
Center, and Mike Meehan, supervisor of 
the Pump House Hotline. The two pro- 
grams are part of CAP. 


The small meeting last week was a fol- 


lowup to the larger meeting of Aug. 16, 
which had been called by Mayor Robert 
Teichert to discuss the future of the CAP 
program. At that time Eppley was asked 
to make a full report on the program to 
the Mount Prospect Village Board which 
has underwritten $20,500 of this year's 
CAP budget of about $30,000. 


Along those lines, Eppley said last week 


he will get a financial report from the 
CAP officials as to how the remainder of 
their budget money is being spent. This 
Is approximately $9,800, designated most- 
ly for training, which CAP officials must 


raise from public contributions. 


EPPLEY SAID the village would not 


be taking over CAP's fund drive. "It 
would be inappropriate," he said, "but 
we will assist them." 


As for last week's- meeting, he said 


they "kicked around mutual problems." 


"I think the difference (between Hot- 


line and ICE House personnel) have been 
ironed out," Eppley said. "I think it's 
unfortunate the strife element has been 
stressed so much that people who have 
supported the program are now withhold- 
ing their support. They are waiting to 
see what will happen, I suppose." 


The manager added he thought these 


contributions would start to come in now. 


Eppley would like to see both the Hot- 


line and the ICE House operate out of the 
same facilities, "My own belief is that 
we can do a better job if the two are not 
physically separate." 


At last week's meeting Eppley told 


Meehan and Mrs. Kruse to bring the ev- 
eryday problems of then- groups to him 


rather than Robert Day, CAP director. 


Eppley said he told both Mrs. Kruse 


and Meehan, who are paid employes of 
the village, "They have to realize I am 
more available," he said, explaining that 
Day as a volunteer would only have lim- 
ited time. 


"I AM GOING to try and remove some 


of the frustrations of the staff people," 
Eppley said in explaining his move. He 
would only expand this statement to say 
that the frustrations involved "day-to- 
day activities." 


Day was present at the meeting as was 


Village Health Services Director Mar- 
jorie Boswell. Eppley said Mrs. Boswell 
plans to become acquainted with the pro- 
gram at the same time he is. 


"We would like to get copies of train- 


ing schedules and maybe observe some 
training," he said. "With Mrs. Boswell 
helping me, it means she can go to meet- 
ings that I can't personally. It doesn't 
mean we will go in and interfere."

Track Closes Amid Fans' Complaints On Facilities

Well, that's all for this year. Hope it's 


better next year. 


Arlington Park Race Track closed its 


45th season of thoroughbred racing Mon- 
day, and the consensus of track fans is 
that the park "just ain't what it used to 
be.1' 


"It's been a lousy meet, and they have 


lousy races and lousy jockeys. The whole 
place is a mess inside and outside," ob- 
served Ferdinand Weldner, Palatine, 
who said he goes to the races about once 
a week during the season. 


Weldner pointed to the worn carpeting 


in the grandstand, betting tickets scat- 
tered over it loke so much confetti. 


"This used to be a beautiful track," 


Weidner said. "But now it's nothing but 
dust and dirt. If you want to throw your 
tickets into a trash barrel, you can't find 
one." 


WEIDNER HAD gripes other than the 


cleanliness of the track and stands as 
well. He doesn't like the parking condi- 
tions for one thing. He said if he comes 
late, he can't find a place to park. And if 
he wants to leave early, he's blocked in 
by other cars. 


And if he's thirsty, Weidner claims wa- 


ter is virtually unavailable. Sure, there 
are water fountains, "but they don't 
work. What water comes out of them is 
full of rust." 


As an example of how the track has 


deteriorated, Weidner shoved his pro- 


gram over for inspection. He said he 
hadn't seen a full card all season, and 
the last day was no exception. 


With all these complaints, will Weidner 


be back next season? 


"PROBABLY," he says. "If you win, I 


guess you can overlook (the problems)." 


Other patrons at season's end saw 


things much as Weidner did. 


"I come to the track every day, and I 


can definitely see that the place has been 
going downhill — and the horses ain't too 
much either," complained Bill Goers, a 
retired man from Chicago. 


"Everybody senses that the track is 


going downhill, added Larry Morley, 
another retired man who visits Arlington 
Park daily. Morley is from Rockford, but

provement is not expected to be paid by 
the Insurance company since it does not 
Involve storm damage, However the 
board wants the work done when the roof 
Is repaired to avoid a leakage problem 
experienced in the past.

BUT THEN THIS has not been the best 


season for Arlington Park. Of the 77 rac- 
ing days this season, 22 of them saw rain 
during the races. "And it looked like ram 
on a lot more," Rivera said. 


Add to those rainy days three weeks of

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Fired Teacher Tells Story In Court 


Testifying in his own behalf, teacher 


John D Fender said he believed in cor- 
poral punishment (ttriking students) 
when there are "violent altercations in 
class, like fights, or when students are 
disrespectful or abrasive to other teach- 
ers or adults " 


Fender's testimony came near the end 


of a five-day Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
school board hearing, Monday and the 
board expects to file a written decision in 
about a week. Fender, a 14-year teacher, 
was fired by the board on charges of 
"continued cruelty and violence in his 
relationships with students." 


Bender's testimony came into direct 


conflict with some testimony already giv- 
en in the case. 


While Linda Calvert, 12, a student of 


Fender, said he nit her "12 or 13 times.. 
without warning," Fender said he hit 
her four times, with ample warning. 


"I had talked to her several times 


about her disruptive behavior in class," 
Fender said "On the day of the incident 
I put her on notice and 1 said I would 
accept no more nonsense. When I re- 
turned to my desk she continued to talk, 
so 1 walked over and punished her " 


Miss Calvert said she had been asking 


a neighbor for a pencil when Fender hit 


her without provocation. 


MARY 8. STEARNS, who had substi- 


tute (aught in Fender's class prior to the 
alleged beating, testified that Miss Cal- 
vert had been such a disruptive influence 
on the class when she taught it that she 
left Fender a note to tell him about the 
disruption 


Fender admitted to hitting three other 


students, not more than twice each, and 
never with "adult force," in situations 
where he felt the action was necessary. 


Iir-one case, he admits to having hit 


the wrong student tor "yodeling" in 
class. 


"After I found out I had hit the wrong 


student I said I had made a mistake and 
was sorry," Fender said. 


Fender also said that while Robert 


Basofm, assistant principal at Miner Ju- 
nior High School, had discussed corporal 
punishment with him, he never was told 
not to use corporal punishment. 


"Corporal punishment is not forbidden 


in this school district," said Donald Ve- 
verka, Fender's attorney, "John Fender 
exercised his discretion in using corporal 
punishment, and he can't be dismissed 
for that."

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Will Students Choose High Schools?

The High School Dist. 214 board of edu- 


cation has decided to take a look at the 
possibility of allowing students to choose 
their schools in some or all of the dis- 
trict 


The board decided Monday to in- 


vestigate what problems may arise if it 
allows students options on which school 
they may attend — this while discussing 
possible boundaries for Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


The district administration will bring 


back suggestions for allowing students 
options at a meeting to be held sometime 
in mid-September. At the same meeting, 
the board also will hear opinions from 
residents In areas affected by the pro- 
posed boundary changes for Buffalo 
Grove High School. 


The date for the meeting will be set at 


the next Dist 214 board meeting, Sept. 
11. 


THE IDEA THAT students could be 


allowed options as to which school they 
attend was raised Monday by Arthur 
Aronson, a long-time advocate of open 
enrollment in the district 


"I would like to see some system that 


would give people in areas that aren't 
close to any school a choice of where 
they want to go," he said. "Ideally I'd 
like all the students to have free choice, 
but if we can't do that, maybe we can 
give some options." 


Aronson speculated that students living 


closest to a school could be given first 
choice of whether to attend it, and other 
students living in other parts of the dis- 
trict could decide to transfer into a 
school as long as there still was room in 
the building. 


"We'd have to have some rules on ath- 


letics to keep coaches from recruiting," 
board member Richard Bachhuber said, 
"but I think we can look at something 
like thnt" 


Supt Edward Gilbert agreed to try to 


formulate some kind of preliminary plan 


on how options could be allowed for stu- 
dents. "Maybe I'll be the first to back 
away from the idea when I see it on pa- 
per," Aronson said, "but I'll be glad to 
see it." 


IN RELATED ACTION, the board was 


presented with four alternative proposals 
for boundaries for Buffalo Grove High 
School, which is scheduled to open in 
September, 1973. In all four alternatives, 
Buffalo Grove would have no senior class 
during its first year of operation. 


The four alternatives, in no order of 


priority, are: 


1. All students now in Cooper Junior 


High School in Buffalo Grove and those 
living north of Palatine Road an attend- 
ing Rand Junior High in Arlington 
Heights would attend Buffalo Grove 
High. 


2. The same as Alternative One with 


the addition of students from the Dun-Lo 
Highlands and Buffalo Highlands in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township and of 
Cambridge subdivision in Buffalo Grove. 


3. The same boundaries as Alternative 


One, except students in the Ivy Hill Ele- 
m e n t a r y School area in Arlington 
Heights would continue to attend Hersey 
instead of going to Buffalo Grove. 


4. Same boundaries as Alternative 


Two, except with Ivy Hill area attending 
Hersey as in Alternative Three. 


Under none of the alternatives would 


any students from the village of Wheel- 
ing attend Buffalo Grove High School. 


IN ADDITION, administrators said the 


biggest problem in drawing boundaries 
for the new school is the fact that Hersey 
High School, which is now overloaded, 
would continue to be overloaded under 
alternatives three and four.

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SB A Clears Way For Flood-Damage Loans

Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 


should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500,000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 
"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 


per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an'itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 
accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


V. S. REP. Roman Pucinski, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000 to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 


Library remains closed after water in 
the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage-to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3. 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $575,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex.

Hoffman Estates — Mayor Frederick 


Downey was contacted by the SBA but 
he could not estimate the damage. The 
mayor urged residents who sustained 
damage to notify Village Administrator 
George Longmeyer, who will relay the 
information to the SBA. 


Officials from Schaumburg, Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and Palatine have not 
been contacted by any governmental 
agencies and do not have an estimate of 
damages. 


Seek Park Board Concessions 
School Board Stifles Plan 
For Indoor Tennis Facility 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education Monday night put a tempora- 
ry damper on plans by the Arlington 
Heights Park District to build an indoor 
tennis facility at Forest 
View High 


School. 


The board voted not to sign the legal 


agreement deeding the land for the ten- 
nis building to the park district until the 
park district agrees to help pay for re- 
guarding part of the school's athletic 
fields. 


Responding to the school board's ac- 


tion, Park Supt. Thomas Thornton said it 
will delay the park district's plans to sell 
bonds to finance the facility, but added 
he hoped the issue could be resolved. 


In delaying approval of the deed for 


the land, the school board members 
noted they had originally agreed to trade 
a part of the school parking lot owned by 
the park district for land where the ten- 
nis facility could be built with the under- 
standing the school district would not 
have to spend any money on the project. 


HOWEVER, CHANGES in the pro- 


posed site of the facility required be- 
cause of flooding problems on the land 
mean the school will lose more of its ath- 
letic field to the park district than origi- 
nally planned. As a result, Forest View 
Principal Larry Jenness asked the board 
to provide funds for regrading a portion 
of the school property to provide more 
usable space for athletic fields. 


Jenness said he had no firm estimate 


on the cost of the regrading, but said 
preliminary figures indicated the cost 
might run between $15,000 and $30,000. 


The park district first approached the 


school district about building the indoor 
courts last spring. The park district al- 
ready owns part of the land around the 
high school and has prepared to sell 
$735,000 in revenue bonds to finance the 
tennis facility. 


School Board member Jack Costello 


expressed displeasure that the park dis- 
trict had not offered to pay for part of 
the regrading. In addition, he said he 
was disappointed the school could get no 


written guarantee that it would be able 
to use the building during school hours. 


SCHOOL SUPT. Edward Gilbert ex- 


plained the district has a "gentleman's 
agreement" with the park district that it 
will be able to use the facility during 
"non-prime time." However, he said at- 
torneys indicated the park district could 
not sell bonds to build the building if the 
agreement was placed in writing. 


The board unanimously voted to delay 


signing the agreement on the land to see 
if the park district will pay half the cost 
of regrading. "I don't think it's reason- 
able or fair for us to start off on a proj- 
ect that is supposed to cost us nothing 
and end up paying $15,000 to $30,000." 


Thornton said Tuesday that although 


the school board action will delay the 
sale of bonds for the tennis facilities, the 
problem is "not unsolvable." Thornton 
said the park district does not have the 
funds to help pay for the regrading but 
that plans may be made to move the 
building so regrading will not be neces- 
sary. 


Apartment Liquor License Denied 


Liquor license applications took a new 


twist yesterday when the operators of the 
Gatehouse Club, Inc. applied for a li- 
cense to sell drinks in the apartment 
clubhouse to tenants and their guests. 


The manager of the clubhouse last 


night told the public health and safety 
committee of the village board he want- 
ed to be able to sell drinks as an accom- 
modation to tenants and guests of ten- 
ante at the Gatehouse apartments. 


The committee, however, voted unani- 


mously to recommend denial of the li- 
cense. 


Trustee Dwight Walton said he had had 


personal experience living in an apart- 
ment complex in Houston that had a li- 


quor license arrangement and he termed 
the operation one that is potentially 
"frought with problems." "It just does 
not make a great deal of sense to me to 
mix liquor sales with a residential oper- 
ation, We certainly wouldn't do that with 
our single-family areas and I don't know 
why we should do it with multi-family 
areas," he said. 


Trustee Alice Harms said she thought 


approval of the request would be "open- 
ing a pandora's box" which would lead 
to numerous requests from other apart- 
ment complexes. 


The Gatehouse Club manager told the 


committee that particular 
apartment 


complex catered to a young group of ten- 
ants and that amenities and accom- 
modation was essential to the success of 
the clubhouse. He said there were no 
children in the complex and that the 
clubhouse would be closed to minors. 


Gatehouse apartments are located on 


South Goebbert Road in 
Arlington 


Heights. Approximately 280 units of the 
large residential complex have been 
completed. 


The Gatehouse Club request marked 


the first time the public health and safe- 
ty committee has been approached for a 
liquor license recommendation for an 
apartment complex clubhouse.

chlorine bleach and cycle the softener 
through regeneration. 


"Where this has been done the water 


has tested good," Charlton said.

"The OW Rugged Crow" U still the 


favorite. 


It is a song that has been sung at thou- 


sands of camp meetings and in high 
cathedrals. It has been played on mouth 
organs at river bottom revival meetings 
and by full symphonic orchestras with 
hundred-voice choirs filling glorious tab- 
ernacles. And last week it was sung 
again. "The OW Rugged Cross" was 
sung this time in the middle of the sub- 
urbs in Rolling Meadows Baptist Church. 


And here, too, it rolled over the au- 


dience like an overflowing river touching 
each of them and, for a moment, bring- 
ing them home 


Gospel music is like that. It is different 


because it speaks of acopolypse and re- 
demption, of religious joy and earthly 
sorrow and most of all Its melodies and 
rhythms are those of rural America — 
even if rural America has moved and 
become part of the city. 


In an aged blue bus, gospel singers, 


London Parris and the Apostles came 
among us. The night before they were in 
Ottumwa, Iowa. The next night they 
would be in Toledo, Ohio. 


FOR THIS ONE evening, London Parris 


of Memphis, Tcnn., bass singer of ex- 
traordinary mien would bring his gospel 
sound to Rolling Meadows. 


Me is a tall man, very thin and with a 


truely remarkable bass voice. It is low 
even in casual conversation and when he 
reaches down in a song, the voice comes 
down off the stage like a blanket of cold 
air. 


Parris is dressed in a burgundy suit 


with red tie and flowered shirt as are the 
Apostles — the three men who form the 
quartet and the accompanying musi- 
cians 


Before the performance the Apostles 


stand by the souvenir and record stand 
the group brings with them. London Par- 
ris is greeting the incoming congrega- 
tion Me knows many of these people for 
many have heard him sing before and 
have traveled to listen to his music. 


Parris greets them as friends. He has 


the characteristic handshake of the ear- 
nest preacher, his hand clasp is firm and

he pulls you toward him as if the gesture 
bore a significance beyond just a greet- 
ing. 


Gospel is a mixture of religion and 


show business and it is hard for a strang- 
er to tell where one begins and another 
leaves off 
London Parris and the 


Apostles are bringing something into this 
church tonight; it is either a religious 
message or a business enterprise. Advo- 
cates of the gospel sound will say one 
thing, skeptics another until the question 
of whether this evening is a religious ex- 
perience or a night's entertainment is 
clouded. 


THE BEST ANSWER is to be found in 


the congregation — or audience — of 


the Rolling Meadows Baptist Church. 
The men and women here like the music. 
They believe its message is more than 
casual melodies. 


So, too, for the men who sing it. Dave 


Saxton, a mild and pleasant native of 
Meadvilte, Pa., sings tenor for the 
Apostles. He says he enjoys his work, 
even if he does travel 12 months of the 
year. 


Saxton described gospel music as a 


class of music which has variations. 
There is Blue Grass; Southern Congrega- 
tion which has a lot of hand-clapping and 
audience participation; and Uptown, the 
style of gospel which originated in the 
'40's and which is less harsh to the unac- 
customed ear. 


Saxton said Parris and the Apostles do 


all the variations but mainly rely on 
middle of the road gospel, smooth and 
easy with a lot of old favorites thrown in. 


"He Touched Me," is a song like that. 


The group did it as their second number 
followed by "I Don't Know Why (Jesus 
Touched Me)" and "Standing By The 
River " 


AS THEY SANG, London Parris and 


the Apostles began to reach the au- 
dience. Parris is a man who gestures as 
he sings and who tries to bring his au- 
diences to him. He winks and points to 
members of the audience; he tries to in- 
volve them in the words of the song. His 
performance is a ministry three minutes 
long He is preaching something, not only 
singing, and he accompanies his deep 
voice with the movements of a man ex- 
horting his congregation. 


Not everyone likes this kind of music. 


The Rev. Michael Green, Pastor of Roll- 
ing Meadows Baptist Church said later 
he thought the music was amplified too 
loud. The pastor said he did not object to 
this use of the church, however, and said 
he thought it was perfectly valid to allow 
people to express themselves this way 
in his church.

possibility of allowing students to choose 
their schools in some or all of the dis- 
trict. 


The board decided Monday to in- 


vestigate what problems may arise if it 
allows students options on which school 
they may attend — this while discussing 
possible boundaries for Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


The district administration will bring 


back suggestions for allowing students 
options at a meeting to be held sometime 
m mid-September. At the same meeting, 
the board also will hear opinions from 
residents in areas affected by the pro- 
posed boundary changes for Buffalo 
Grove High School. 


The date for the meeting will be set at 


the next Dlst. 214 board meeting, Sept. 
11. 


THE IDEA THAT students could be 


allowed options as to which school they 
attend was raised Monday by Arthur 
Aronson, a long-time advocate of open 
enrollment in the district. 


"I would like to see some system that 


would give people in areas that aren't 
close to any school a choice of where 
they want to go," he said, "Ideally I'd 
like all the students to have free choice, 
but if we can't do that, maybe we can 
give some options." 


Aronson speculated that students living 


closest to a school could be given first 
choice of whether to attend it, and other 
students living in other parts of the dis- 
trict could decide to transfer into a 
school as long as there still was room in 
the building 


"We'd have to have some rules on ath- 


letics to keep coaches from recruiting," 
board member Richard Bachhuber said, 
"but I think we can look at something 
like that." 


Supt Edward Gilbert agreed to try to 


formulate some kind of preliminary plan 


on how options could be allowed for stu- 
dents. "Maybe I'll be the first to back 
away from the idea when I see it on pa- 
per," Aronson said, "but I'll be glad to 
see it." 


IN RELATED ACTION, the board was 


presented with four alternative proposals 
for boundaries for Buffalo Grove High 
School, which is scheduled to open in 
September, 1973. In all four alternatives, 
Buffalo Grove would have no senior class 
during its first year of operation. 


The four alternatives, in no order of 


priority, are: 


1. All students now in Cooper Junior 


High School in Buffalo Grove and those 
living north of Palatine Road an attend- 
ing Rand Junior High in Arlington 
Heights would attend Buffalo Grove 
High. 


2. The same as Alternative One with 


the addition of students from the Dun-Lo 
Highlands and Buffalo Highlands in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township and of 
Cambridge subdivision in Buffalo Grove. 


3. The same boundaries as Alternative 


One, except students in the Ivy Hill Ble- 
nt e n t a r y School area in Arlington 
Heights would continue to attend Hersey 
instead of going to Buffalo Grove. 


4. Same boundaries as Alternative 


Two, except with Ivy Hill area attending 
Hersey as in Alternative Three 


Under none of the alternatives would 
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hosted the Wheaton Glee Club and various 
folk groups.

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Bike Club, Police Clash On Route 


Clashes between the park district bike 


club and the police, who have different 
ideas on the purpose of a village bike 
route, have led to a stalemate in creating 
a route In Arlington Heights. 


Arlington Heights Park District Bi- 


cycle Association members would like to 
see a route for pleasure riding, which 
would include a winding route to area 
parks. The police are more interested in 
a functional bike path that would get 
residents directly to specific destinations 
safely. 


There is a proposed bicycle route, de- 


scribed by bike association members as 
"cut and dry, north-south, east-west 
routes." The proposal has not been com- 
pletely accepted by either side, and no 
date has been set for further negotia- 
tions. 


Though the bike club has been working 


to map a bike trail through the village 
for a year, efforts were stepped up when 
a move to coordinate local bike trails 


through the Northwest suburbs began 
this spring. Last week park district rep- 
resentatives met to exchange views on 
the routes. 


"Nothing has been finalized in Arling- 


ton Heights, so I had no bike route map 
to present at the meeting," said Mert 
Taylor, Arlington Heights Park District 
representative. 


RICHARD SPIREK of the bike club 


said the path would be along village 
streets, with the Edison rights-of-way 
used to connect the routes of other com- 
munities with Arlington Heights. 


According to Sgt. Jack Weber of the 


Arlington Heights Police Department, an 
alternate to the present proposal is on 
the drawing board. 


"I will suggest at our next meeting 


that lesser-used sidewalks in the village 
be used to help create more of a balance 
between the functional and asthetic as- 
pects of the bike route," Weber said.

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrer 


yesterday said the city will renew its ef- 
forts to correct flooding problems on Hig- 
gins-Willow'ereek.

mont to discuss what can he done to ob- 
tain state funds for improvements to the 
creek. 


"We've just got to do something about 


that Higgins-Willow Creek," Behrel de- 
clared at his weekly press conference. 


The mayor also announced that low- 


interest federal loans are available to 
residents whose homes sustained more 
than $3,000 in damages as a result of the 
Friday storm. Information can be obtain- 
ed on the loans by calling Michael Jay- 
ward at 353-4495, Behrel said. 


Government Relief Set 
For Flooding Victims 


by BARRY S1GALE 


Flood-ravaged portions of Cook and 


DuPage counties yesterday were de- 
clared disaster areas by the Small Busi- 
ness Administration (SBA). 


The announcement, released by SBA 


administrator Thomas Kleppe, means 
that persons in the Northwest suburbs 
who suffered flood damage from last 
weekend's heavy rains may now receive 
low-cost, long-term loans to restore or re- 
place damaged property not covered by 
insurance policies. 


The directive applies to homeowners 


and tenants, business people, churches 
and private schools and other non-profit 
organizations in the affected areas. 


Robert A. Dwyer, Midwest regional di- 


rector of the SBA, yesterday said offices 
will be set up in the affected areas to 
accept loan applications. The offices 
should be in operation by the end of this 
week. 


IN CONNECTION with residential loss- 


es, Dwyer said, affected persons may 
qualify for loans of up to $50,000 for real' 
estate, of up to $10,000 for personal prop- 
erty and of up to $55,000 for a com- 
bination of real estate and personal prop- 
erty. 


Disaster business loans are limited to 


$500.000, Dwyer said. 


Dwyer said a new law signed by Presi- 


dent Nixon Aug. 16 directs the SBA to 
"forgive or suspend payments of up to a 
maximum of $5,000 in all disaster loans." 
In other words, anyone borrowing up to 
$5,000 would not have to pay the loan 
back. If a loan is for more than $5,000, 
payment would have to be made on the 
difference between the loan after sub- 
tracting the $5,000. In each case, a one 
per cent interest rate will be charged on 
all loans. 


Dwyer said the SBA would accept loan 


applications for processing without a 
contractor's estimate. He added the bur- 
den of proof of loss is on the borrower. 
The borrower must present an itemized, 
bona fide estimate of loss, according to 
Dwyer. The SBA staff will then check the 
accuracy of the claims with the borrow- 
er. 


Dwyer said the new legislation also 


permits the SBA to refinance existing 
home mortgages where substantial dam- 
age has been sustained so long as the 
borrower's monthly payment is not re- 
duced. 


The law also authorizes the SBA to sus- 


pend principle payments for retirees in 
hardship cases, Dwyer said. 


U. S. HEP. Roman Pucinskl, D-llth, 


suggested yesterday that persons affect- 
ed by flooding should take photographs 
of any damages as further proof of their 
accuracy. 


Representatives of several Northwest 


suburban municipalities have been con- 
tacted by one or 'more governmental 
agencies. Local officials presented these 
updated figure of the amount of damage 
in each of their communities: 


Elk Grove Village Manager Charles 


Willis said he estimated damage to prop- 
erty in the village and public .sanitary 
sewer system to be from $1,629,000-to 
$1,789,000, although he stressed these 
were "ballpark" figures. Most of that es- 
timate related to the damage of comput- 
ers in the basement of Centex North 
Plaza, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Damage esti- 
mates there amount to about $1.4 million 
alone, Willis said. The Elk Grove Village 
Library remains closed after water in 
the basement reached the ceiling. The 
basement of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center had eight feet of water in its 
basement. 


Mount Prospect — Village Manager 


Robert Eppley said he has estimated 
damage to about 1,000 of the villages 
12,000 residences at between $1 and $3 
million. 


Rolling Meadows — Partial estimates 


indicate at least $573,000 in damages in 
the city with $500,000 of that directly re- 
lated to the damages of the Three Foun- 
tain Apartment complex. At least $75,000 
in damages was linked to residential 
flooding. In addition, another estimated 
$8,000 in damages was done to the city's 
water control electrical equipment. 


Arlington Heights — Officials there 


gave an estimated damage figure of 
about $1.5 million, also calling it a "ball- 
park" figure. No breakdown of damage 
was reported. 


DES PLAINES — No breakdown of 


damage was available. The city's west- 
ern edge was most affected by flooding 
and residents are still cleaning up the 
area. City officials said it cost less than 
$1,000 to clean up and restore the area. 


Hoffman Estates — Mayor Frederick 


Downey was contacted by the SBA but 
he could not estimate the damage. The 
mayor urged residents who sustained 
damage to notify Village Administrator 
George Longmeyer, who will relay the 
information to the SBA. 


Officials from Schaumburg, Wheeling, 


Buffalo Grove and Palatine have not 
been contacted by any governmental 
agencies and do not have an estimate of 
damages. 


THE CITY was unsuccessful earlier 


this*year in efforts to have improve- 
ments to the creek included in the cur- 
rent budget of the state division. Officials 
had asked for a two-phase dredging and 
widening project beginning in Rosemont 
where the creek empties into the Des 
Plaines River. 


The creek regularly floods during 


heavy rains, often completely closing off 
Higgins Road at the Soo Line viaduct 
east of Mannheim. Nearby residential 
neighborhoods are frequently inundated 
by the high waters. 


During Friday night's storm, rainfall 


was so heavy that several Mannheim 
Road motels in Rosemont were hit by 
flooding and Mannheim had to be closed 
south of Touhy when several feet of wa- 
ter flowed onto the road in some places. 


Behrel said yesterday Guillou's agency 


is the "financial orphan of state govern- 
ment." Because the agency's budget was 
cut from about $12 million to $6 million 
this year, Behrel said, there was not 
enough for the Higgins-Willow project. 


The mayor said the water resource di- 


vision needs "$30 million, $40 million or 
$60 million a year" for waterways proj- 
ects throughout the state. 


BEHREL ALSO said flooding in Des 


Plaines, while not as bad as in other 
nearby suburbs, was most severe on the 
city's west side, in the areas of Sandy 
Lane, Courtesy Lane, Westmere Road 
and Lancaster Drive.

$100 assessed valuation tax rate and lo- 
cal tax revenue received by July 1 total- 
ed $4.93 million as compared to $4.57 mil- 
lion July 1 last year. Mrs. Sciez said the 
tax rate would probably go down 6 cents 
per $100 next year. 


In other action, the board announced 


the resignation of school board member 
Nancy Sherden, 1019 Sixth St., Des 
Plaines, effective- Monday night. Mrs. 
Sherden, in a letter to the board, said her 
husband has been transferred to the re- 


search and development division of IBM 
in Rochester, Minn. The board hopes to 
find a replacement for Mrs. Sherden 
within the next 30 days.

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MSD Suing For 'Useless9 Storm Water Runoff: Guillou

The Metropolitan Sanitary District, in 


filing suit to block the reduction of its 
allocation of Lake Michigan water, is 
fighting to keep water that does it no 
good anyway, according to a spokesman 
for the state. 


John Guillou. chief engineer for the Di- 


vision of Water Resource management, 
Department of Transportation, said Fri- 
day the reduction of 400 cubic feet per 


second (cfps) in the allocation to the 
MSD primarily represents storm water 
runoff. Guillou said that water does not 
aid the MSD in diluting sewage in inland 
waterways, but actually adds to the dis- 
trict's problems. 


Guillou made his remarks in response 


to a lawsuit filed last week by the sani- 
tary district in the Cook County Circuit 
Court, seeking an injunction and and ad- 
ministrative review of the allocations is-

AMONG THOSE communities directly 


affected by the suit are the four con- 
stituting the DAMP water commission — 
Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — and the three 
in the Tree Towns water commission — 
Lombard, Villa Park 
and Elmhurst. • 


Those two commissions have agreed 
tentatively, to a joint venture to pipe 
drinking water from the lake. 


The Department of Transportation, 


given the responsibility of administering 
the diversion of water from the lake by 
the U.S. Supreme Court in 1967, an- 
nounced its allocations July 21. 


According to the announced schedule 


the MSD will be permitted,to divert only 
1,100 cfps from the lake beginning in 
1975, the same year in which the alloca- 
tions to DAMP, Tree Towns and all other 
successful applicants can begin diverting 
water. 


The MSD, in its suit, has argued the 


allocations were made "capriciously and 
arbitrarily," because they reduce "today 
the amount of Lake Michigan diversion 
water allocated to the district in the in- 
terest of allocations to others who may 
not make use of such water for several 
years." 


Guillou, however, contends the drop in 


the MSD allocation from 1,500 cfps to 
1,100 cfps represents an arithmetic re- 
duction only and not a loss of actual us- 
able water. 


AS A RESULT of a lawsuit filed by six 


other lake states, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in 1967 that the State of Illi- 
nois is entitled to divert from the lake a 
total of 3,200 cfps. 


That maximum allowable diversion the 


court ruled, however, must also include 
the rainwater that normally would have 
flowed into the lake had not the,MSD 
reversed the flow of the Chicago River. 


Of the maximum permitted for the en- 


tire state, the MSD currently diverts 
1,500 cfps, Guillou said, including about 
400 cfps of storm water that normally 


would have emptied into the lake. 


That stormwater, however, after run- 


ning through the streets and MSD storm 
sewers is often of lower quality than the 
effluent discharged by the MSD's sewage 
treatment plants, Guillou said. There- 
fore, he explained, the 400 cfps of water 
does not aid the sanitary district in dilut- 
ing the effluent, the primary use the dis- 
trict makes of its water. 


Guillou said the water that falls onto 


the ground belongs to the state and not to 
the MSD. He said the MSD has no right 
to that water and they must not count it 
as part of their diversion. Therefore, by 
not counting the 400 cfps, the MSD's di- 
version is lowered, on paper only, to 
1,100 cfps. 


In other words, to be of any use to the 


MSD the water must have a dissolved 
oxygen capability if it is to help stem 
pollution. 


THE ONLY water the MSD currently 


uses that is of any value in diluting ef- 
fluent is the 1,100 cfps they actually di- 
vert from the lake. Under the stale allo- 
cation schedule, the district will continue 
to divert that amount, and therefore lose 
nothing of value, according to Guillou. 


Naturally, the diverted storm water 


will continue to flow through the MSD 
system, through the Sanitary and Ship 
Canal and the Des Plaines River to Jo- 
liet and eventually to New Orleans. 


Guillou said the MSD has filed the suit 


despite the possibility that the Depart- 
ment of Transportation could help the 
district add oxygen to the water — mak- 
ing it useful for dilution purposes. 
Guillou said in that way, the MSD would 
still make full use of the water, but it 
would not be counted in the MSD's allo- 
cation. 


The chief engineer said still more wa- 


ter will be available to the district in the 
near future which would again be useful 
for dilution purposes but would not be 
included in the MSD allocation. 


Guillou said that currently several 


units along th? lake's north shore take 
water from the lake, but put it back in 
such a highly treated form that it does 
not constitute a diversion. Within the 
next few years, he said that water will 
be discharged into the North Shore Chan- 
nel and, because it will be highly treated, 
will serve to dilute the eflfuent when it

flows into the MSD system. 


GUILLOU SAID the MSD must make 


better use of its water supply and find 
better ways to deal with its pollution 
problem. He said other sanitary districts 
are being faced with stiff requirements 
by environmental control boards — prob- 
lems which they must solve by means 
other than simply diluting the ffluent 
with large amounts of water. 


"There is no question of the final out- 


come of the suit," Guillou said, adding it 
appears the MSD may be trying to delay 
the time scheduled for them to meet 
state pollution standards. 


Guillou said the mere filing of the suit 


will cause serious delays in the attempts 
of DAMP and Tree Towns to obtain wa- 
ter from the lake. "With the allocations 


the subject of pending litigation," he 
said, "DAMP and Tree Towns will be 
unable to sell bonds to finance the proj- 
ect." 


He noted the lawsuit could continue for 


a couple of years before a decision is 
made. He said, however, the possibility 
the controversy could be settled between 
the MSD and the state outside the court- 
room should not be discounted. 


Guillou also took exception to an MSD 


contention, included in the suit, that the 
Department of Transportation failed to 
hold public hearings on the a"~-ations, 
as required by the high court. 


"We held eight hearings on the alloca- 


tions," Guillou said. "Adn the last one 
was held in the board room of the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District."

NEW YORK-( NBA (-Early Wynn 


and Sandy Koufax, two of the most re- 
cent inductees into baseball's Hall of 
Fame, should feel as much at home in 
Coopcrstown as they did on the pitching 
mound. They join the greatest, most im- 
mortal bunch of overrated bums that 
ever tripped over a base. 


Baseball fans know that the right-hand- 


ed Wynn is one of only 11 men to ever 
win 300 or more games. On the other 
hand — and sometimes you wonder if he 


wasn't pitching with the other hand — 
Wynn holds the major league record for 
most walks in a lifetime, 1,775, and most 
home runs given up in the American 
League, 335. 


So he stumbles Into the so-called hal- 


lowed halls alongside such an illustrious 
loser as Cy Young, who dropped more 
games. 315, than anyone in history. Also, 
no one ever gave up more career hits 
than that same Dcnton True (Cy) Young. 
He allowed 7,078 hits in his 23-season ca- 
reer. You ask why there were so many

1 Notebook

Bt/RT ATKINSON angled the 31-foot 


Donna G. expertly out of the tight moor- 
ing at Waukegan Harbor and pointed it 
toward Lake Michigan and the sun that 
hovered just above the horizon. Twin 
Buick inboards thrust the big boat 
through the flat, calm bay toward the big 
fish. 


The Donna G. was once no more than a 


hull, living an ignominious life as a test 
boat for the Outboard Marine Corpo- 
ration and being subjected daily to mon- 
strous stress and strain tests. She ob- 
viously survived them all and now serves 
as the smoothest running ship in the fleet 
of charter boats fishing out of Waukegan. 


The pilot house is forward, housing a 


panel-full of sophistication in electronics 
and marine engineering. The two most 
prominent pieces of gear are the Vexilar 
and the Fish Hawk. The Vexilar is one of 
the more common aids to navigation and 
fishing, being used on large as well as 
small boats. It measures the bottom, 
much like the regular fish locators, but it 
also "draws a picture" of the lower 
structure, providing a print-out that 
keeps a visual record of the structure 
and also the fish that you pass over. 


The Fish Hawk is the newest addition 


to the competitive business of fish locat- 
ing devices. It is a streamlined flasher- 
type device that has the punch to mea- 
sure, accurately, the tremendous depths 
you are likely to find in Lake Michigan. 
Working with the Vexilar. the Fish Hawk 
gives a little more precise measurement 
of depths and is more sensitive to small- 
er fish than the Vexilar. We'll watch 
them both. 


Forward of the Pilot House is the low- 


er deck area that is equipped with a 
couple of bunks and a head. The rest of 
the boot is all open area, built for roomy 
comfort as fishermen keep an eye on the 
rods that we will rig for trolling. 


And do we rig rods on the Donna G! 
Beginning at the starboard gunwale 


(someone told me not to call it "the right 
side of the boat") 
we will rig 
a 


"Sideboard." This is an outfit that is a 
big improvement on regular outriggers. 
Instead of the long outrigger rod, we run 
the sideboard out on a fixed line. It will 
ride, amazingly, at exactly the angle we 
set it, regardless of what the boat is 
doing. If the boat turns a full 90 degrees, 
the sideboard will maintain its angle and 
distance from the boat. The line from the 
first rod is snapped into a quick-release 
device at the rear of the board. When a 
fish hits, it. the line pulls free and you 
fight the fish without the bother of the 
sideboard or weights. 


After the sideboard rod. we will rig 


d o w n-rlgger lines, using cannonball 
weights running one to two pounds. At- 
tached to wire line that unreels from 
electric-powered reels, the cannon-balls 
are lowered, with fishing line attached to 
any depth we want to fish. The rod 
handle is set in the rod holders that line 
the edge of the boat all the way around 
to the port side. As with the sideboards, 
the lines on the cannonball downriggers 
are also equipped with releases so that 
should a fish hit the lure that travels 
anywhere from four to seven feet behind 
the weight, it will snap free of the can- 
nonball and we can play the fish on a 
free line. 


Alternating between the deep-running 


downriggers «re lines using Pink Lady 
and Deep Six planing devices that run a 
lure at shallower depth* than the heavy 
cannonballs. Also we'll mix In a couple 
of line* that have only about .1 ounces 
weight th*t will rus at a mere 16 or 18 
feet. 


There are 11 lines out, some of them 


using herring dodgers ahead of the lure 
they trail, some with the bright, chromed 


flasher attracters, some with only the 
lure. We are trailing Spoonplugs, Tadpo- 
lys, Suttons, Flutter Spoons, Manistee 
Wobblers, jointed Rebels, and a smallish 
lure with a plastic skirt and a jointed 
hook that looks like it is probably in- 
tended to simulate a walking crab. All in 
all, a quick, unofficial estimate figures 
we are trailing something like -$175 in 
hardware underneath this boat. There 
are six fishermen on board. 


Our first sighting is a Mallard duck 


that is, for some unknown reason, flying 
north. Then we see our second sighting, 
which is a storm gathering over the John 
Hancock building in Chicago. The marine 
radio confirms that there are thunder 
clouds south, but we are in no danger. In 
the first place it isn't that severe. In the 
second place the boat is big and 
seaworthy enough to survive a quick run 
for home, which is a mere two miles 
straight west. We are rigged up and fish- 
ing 60 feet of water. Four of the cannon- 
ball downriggers are bumping the bot- 
tom. 


The action begins almost immediately. 


Stan Mullett. Chicago insurance broker, 
loses the first fish that hits. It snapped 
loose the outrigger line from the port 
sideboard. Stan forgot that the hook is 
already set in the fish's mouth, so he set 
it again. The fish flew out of the water 
and spit the lure right back at him. The 
fish leaped like a steelhead, and Larry, 
the mate, is swearing, because he's nev- 
er caught a steelhead and hates to see' 
them lost. 


O.D. 
Brown can't resist wondering, out 


loud, if Mallet "tightened up" under the 
pressure. Brown's daughter, April, about 
12, says she would have landed the fish if 
Stan hadn't "helped" her. Then a down- 
rigger "fires"; 
the line is free and 


screaming noisily off the reel. Stan 
doesn't blow this one. He picks up the 
rod and adjusts the drag a little tighter 
because the fish is taking line faster than 
he can reel. No setting the hook this 
time. He just keeps it between the other 
lines at each side of him. Larry is run- 
ning the boat and keeping the fish 
directly behind us. With this kind of co- 
operation, we can land a fish without 
taking in the other lines and without tan- 
gling up in them. 


Mallet has learned his lesson well. As 


the fish comes up within range of Atkin- 
son's landing net, Stan leans back on the 
rod and lifts the rod tip. The eight pound 
coho comes smoothly to the surface and 
into the net. Number one. 


In the space of a four hour trip, we 


hooked eight fish, landed five and saw, 
on the Vexilar read-out and the Fish 
Hawk, perhaps another 15 or 20 big fish. 
Two things were worth discovering. 


First: Contrary to some fishermen's 


belief, there are still plenty of fish in 
Lake Michigan within reach of the west 
shoreline. We caught four coho and one 
five pound steelhead trout. No chinooks. 
All were in 65 feet of water. There was 
absolutely nothing any shallower than 
that. A scientific test boat confirmed that 
the only thing his soundings had in- 
dicated shallower than 60 feet were ale- 
wife, shad and a few perch. 


Second: We saw a lot of fish on the two 


sounders, but we didn't catch one that 
we "saw." On the other hand, we 
couldn't find a sign of any of the fish we 
caught on the Vexilar read-out, which in- 
dicates that the fish are right on the bot- 
tom. The fact that we took only one fish 
on a shallow-running lure seemed to con- 
firm this. 


Both Bert and Donna (Donna G.) At-

.300 hitters in the early years? 


Young spread out his hits in both ma- 


jor leagues, and so was gracious enough 
to leave the field open to fellow Hall of 
Famers Walter Johnson and Grover 
Cleveland who hold the record for most 
hits allowed in a league for a career. 
Johnson's 4,920 tops the American, and 
Cleveland's 4,868 heads N. L. 


Johnson is guilty of even greater mal- 


feasance. He hit 204 batters, a major 
league lifetime record for barbarous 
pitching, is tied for the major league 
record for most wild pitches lifetime, 
156, 
and holds the record for most 


wild pitches in an inning, 4. Johnson also 
is owner of the forlorn record of having 
lost more games in one league than any- 
one, 279. 


Other mournful marks by Hall of Fann- 


ers include: most seasons, consecutive, 
leading major leagues in games lost, 
two, 
by Red Ruffing, and most walks in 


a season, 208 by Bob Feller in 1938. 


As we tearfully leave the pitching 


records of these "baseball heroes" and 
continue thumbing through Seymour Si- 
woff's official book of Baseball Records, 
we begin to mumble in our beards, "Say 
it ain't so, Joe, and Cy and Ty . .. " 


Yes, even Ty Cobb. We discover that 


Cobb, as legend has it, was indeed an 
incomparable base runner. For no one in 
baseball history has been nailed stealing 
as many times in one season as Cobb 
was in 1915 — 38 times. 


And the Babe, oh, the Babe. Fans got 


colds watching the Babe shatter records 
— such as most seasons leading the ma- 
jor leagues in most strikouts, four; his 
lifetime mark of 1,306 strikeouts lasted 
until a future Hall-of-Famer, the dubious 
Mickey Mantle, broke it with 1,710. But 
neither holds the record for having led 
one league in strikeouts foe most con- 
secutive seasons. Old Double X ("xr> for 
wipe-out) Jimmy Foxx, and of course an- 
other "enshrinee" in the Hall of Fame, 
has it. 


Pie Traynor, reputed to be one of the 


slickest of third basemen, has one of the 
sickest records: most seasons leading 
league in most errors, with five, and 
most lifetime errors for National League 
third basemen, with 324. 


Bonus Wagner is supposed to rank with 


Babe Ruth and Ty Cobb. And he certain-' 
ly does! He holds the record for most 
errors, career, in the National League, 
676. Another Hail of Famer has cornered 
the market on the American League 
r e c o r d for most seasons leading 
league in most errors — Luke Appling 
with five calamitous years. 


Catcher is the last bastion of hope for 


the icon-adoring fan. No records of nu- 
gatory note are yet owned by Hall of 
Fame catchers. But wait. There is Ivy 
Wingo. The legendary, notorious Ivy 
Wingo. He was a catcher (to use the 
term loosely) for 17 years with the Car- 
dinals and Reds. Precedent tells us he 
may yet be voted in. For Wingo holds the 
catching records for most seasons lead- 
ing league in most errors, most major 
league errors lifetime, and most career 
errors in one league.

Blend 4 tablespoons sugar with 1 table- 
spoon cornstarch and ' i teaspoon salt, 
and add a slightly beaten egg. Slowly 
add two cups scalded milk, stirring as 
you do. Cook over boiling water and take 
off just before it starts to curdle. If it 
does curdle, beat for a minute with an 
egg beater. Add 1 teaspoon vanilla, 
strain and pour into custard cups. This 
makes four average servings.
